INCENTIVES AND THE FUTURE 


l 950 heralds the end of the preliminary trials for bonus- - 
ing schemes within the building industry. First 
suggested during 1947, the interim period has been one of 
trial and error; errors there have been in plenty but no one 
will deny that it has been a most interesting and educative 
period. To claim that a complete solution of the problem 
has emerged would be premature but the experience gained 
has-proved that it is possible to operate a system based on 
output for the erection of all traditional types of buildings. 
On the majority of the sites where incentive systems are 
functioning or have functioned the operatives have in- 
creased the output and have shown a keen interest in site 
organisation and the relation between man-hours and out- 
put. It is fair to state that where a scheme has failed or 
temporarily broken down, the cause has been a factor over 
which neither the contractor nor operative has had control 


The principal enemy of the many pioneers who have had 
systems in operation or who are operating systems has 
been and often still is the spasmodic and unreliable flow 
of materials to site, nominated suppliers not excluded. The 
delivery of materials to site, on time, is an essential to the 
success of every bonus scheme. Again, several promising 
schemes have not attained the success they deserved owing 
to the disorganisation on site brought about by the dilatori- 
ness of nominated sub-contractors. While bonusing is a 
purely domestic matter to the builder and the professions, 
although deeply interested, cannot be expected to assist 
or take part in the execution, there can be no doubt that 
one of the ways in which the architectural and surveying 
professions may best help would be by reducing the number 
of nominated sub-contractors, per contract, and so giving 
the contractor the opportunity to quote for more, if not all, 
of the trades usually encountered under this heading. 

The adoption of the present bonusing arrangements in 
October, 1947, was due to the initiative of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. This body, 
whilst leaving the individual employer free to decide whether 
or not bonusing should be applied, has given every possible 
assistance to its members during the intervening months. 
The concise yet comprehensible pamphlets and memoranda 
issued to the members by the Federation from time 
to time have had the effect of breaking down the 
resistance of many of the sceptics. Those who are 
intimately connected with the trade have noticed a slow 
but sincere crescendo of interest shown in the subject by 
both employers and operatives—a crescendo which has by 
no means yet reached full force. 


What of the future ?. With public opinion solidly behind 
policies of wage freezing, increased output and the payment 
of a bonus on results, it is abundantly clear that the lessons 
learned during the trials may now be turned to useful 
account. In the immediate future representatives of the 
Employers’ and Operatives’ Federations are to meet to 
review the field of bonusing. All branches of the industry 
are looking forward to the outcome with confidence; a 
confidence born of the knowledge that for the past twenty- 
five years men of good will have been seated around the 
table, to put forward, negotiate and agree, matters affecting 
the rank and file in the industry.

Architects and Assistants. 


MPHE current problem of the possible 

overcrowding of the architectural 
profession in the near future could be said 
to carry with it many issues of equal im- 
portance. Not the least of these is the 
establishment of a reasonable numerical 
balance of architects and assistants. It 
has always been an interesting point as 
to just what the significant difference is 
between a practising architect and, let it 
be said, his more lowly placed colleague. 
On paper and in the matter of training 
and architectural talent the assistant is 
sometimes his employer’s superior, for 
to-day the young trained architect has a 
greater chance of acquiring an all-round 
background in the architectural sense than 
the older generation of architects. It would 
seem that the most important factor is 
that gift which is so thoroughly derided 
in “artistic” circles—the business sense. 
Without it the most brilliantly gifted de- 
signer is usually condemned to an assis- 
tant’s stool for life, unless a first pre- 
mium in a competition comes his way, 
for whatever the upholders of the theory 
that architecture is an art first and last 
may say, the practice of architecture, 
especially in this age, is a business of a 
particularly complicated kind. Nature, 
it has been said, is a particularly good 
handicapper, giving and taking _with 
pretty scrupulous fairness, and it is rare 
indeed that an architect is gifted with 
brilliance in all the aspects of his work. 
Architectural practice must therefore be 
looked upon as something of a co-opera- 
tive affair. In large offices assistants 
frequently take over large jobs and run 
them themselves; they are, it may be 
said, the equivalent of a salaried official 
architect, but usually without the advan- 
tage of a pensionable job. As the pre- 
sent tendency is for offices to get bigger 
at the expense of the small architect, still 
further responsibilities will fall upon 
assistants. Obviously the limit to staff 
numbers must be controlled if the older 
arrangement of employer and employee 
is to be maintained within the profession. 


Architecture and Engineering. 


One of the more encouraging aspects 
of post-war building is the general accept- 
ance of the role of the architect in con- 
nection with engineering work. Until re- 
cently buildings of a frankly utilitarian 
character were either quite unashamedly 
crude in expression or (and infinitely 
worse) were dressed up with a bogus 
facade of enormous proportions. Now 
a good mean appears to have been 
struck, and industrial architecture (as 
architects naturally like to call it!) is 
taking on a fine, well-groomed look. 

It is no longer considered necessary 
to mask ugliness, for steel framing is not 
now thought of as unpleasant to the eye; 
in short, factories have a style of archi- 
tecture all their own. In America such 
a State of affairs has existed for many 
years now, at least among the more en- 
lightened section of the industrialists. The 
work of Albert Kahn and his associates 
indicates what can be done when the 
zsthetic side of this problem is 
thoroughly explored. The result is, in- 
variably, a satisfying building, from both 
the efficiency and the esthetic viewpoints. 

Some people aver that it is dishonest 
to exhibit a photograph of a factory taken 
immediately after its erection because, 
they argue, at that stage the building has 
not had time to justify the- claim which

is normally made regarding its suitability. 
The same critics say that no factories 
ever look so clean and beautiful as those 
shown in architectural photographs. This, 
however, is merely reactionary talk, for 
factories, like any other structures, can 
be kept in clean and attractive condition 
while, at the same time, being ideally suit- 
able for the purposes for which they were 
built. 


The A.A. Pantomime. 


Tue Architectural Association panto- 
mime is ever a popular event of the 
Christmas season, and this year’s pre- 
sentation of “To Thine Own Self Be 
True,” or “ Aladdin and His Wonderful 
Lamp,” was no exception. Credit is due 
to those responsible for the free transla- 
tion and slight (?) adaptation from the 
original Arabic—a scholarly task under- 
taken with superb regard for the wit 
and idiom of the present age. 

Only those unfortunate enough to be 
beyond the academic influence of the 
Architectural Association could have 
failed to recognise “ Banister Abanazar,” 
a wicked clerk of works (we hissed), and 
“ Humphrey,” the builders’ foreman, as 
such, and if their underhand efforts to 
gain possession of the Jamp were foiled 
by the more noble and virtuous activi- 
ties of “Aladdin” and “Charmin” 
(Princess Process), it was due not so 
much to their lack of enterprise as to 
everybody in the audience wanting it 
that way.

Students’ Photographs. 


On cold wintry days it is a pleasant 
reminder of sunnier times to visit the 
charming collection of students’ photo- 

ing at the Architectural Association. 

With travel restrictions somewhat eased. 
Europe once again provides an_extra- 
ordinary varied and interesting field of 
study. One point was noted by many 
visitors to the exhibition, that a large 
proportion of the pictures shown were of 
traditional work. Different reasons can be 
advanced for this, not the least pertinent 
being that comparatively little modern 
work has been produced in Europe in the 
last ten years. This point seems to give 
rise to the sobering conjecture that 
modern architecture, at least between the 
wars, is capable of becoming outmoded 
within an absurdly short number of 
years. 

It is, we may recall, but a mere ten 
years ago that the work of Karl Schnei- 
der and Ernst May in Germany, Lurcat 
in France and Dudok in Holland, aroused 
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the enthusiasm of the majority of stu- 
dents. It can only be that something of 
a reaction has begun to set in. The 
short age of searching experiment 
(although it must be admitted that 
Dudok hardly comes within this sphere) 
served its purpose but failed to found any 
new school of thought. 

In England, at least, the best contem- 
porary work has again resumed develop- 
ment in the true line of tradition. 
Materials may be new, but age-old prin- 
ciples of proportion, scale and form are 
again coming into play. It would seem 
that the architectural student of to-day 
is rather wiser and certainly a luckier 
person than his predecessor of ten years 
ago. Then the architectural scene was, 
for some rather puzzling reason, in a 
state of unceasing chaos; now, much of 
this theoretical chaos has disappeared, 
hence a heartening renewal of interest in 
the past, which must ever be the true 
backcloth to the present and future. 


Drinking to Wurlitzers. 


THE unusual illustration recently seen 
in the popular Press of a cinema-type 
organ being played in a London pub was 
not, as at first suspected, a trick projec- 
tion shot, but a genuine picture. If such 
an amenity ever becomes a considered 
necessity in public houses, then many of us 
will have to revise our ideas on the design 
for drinking (some think that time has 
already arrived!). 

To drink beer to the sound of a cinema 
organ seems about as far from the true 
“pub” tradition as we are ever likely 
to get.

Surveying Down the Ages. 

TRADITION and attention to detail, we 
have been led to believe, are two matters 
which die hard among surveyors, yet 
those who attended the R.I.C.S. meeting 
on December 5 to hear Mr. Anthony 
Clapham’s short history of the profession 
must have been impressed by the pro- 
digious research he had undertaken in the 
preparation of the paper. 

Some there may have been who, at the 
outset, were prepared to question the pos- 
sibility of satisfactorily covering the sub- 
ject within reasonable time, but so care- 
fully did the speaker weave the details of 
the narrative into its main fabric that none 
could have wished for a more interesting 
and comprehensive story. 

It was probably news to many present 
that the earliest evidence of the activities 
of surveyors as they are known and recog- 
nised to-day began in the monasteries and 
that the main development came after 
the transfer of monastic lands following 
the Reformation. 

Surveyors came very much into their 
own, it seems, after the Great Fire of 
London in 1666, and it is a reflection on 
the ways of our times that the necessary 
Acts of Parliament for the rebuilding of 
the capital were made within three 
months of the Fire. The field books for 
the great survey occasioned by the Fire 
are still preserved at the Guildhall. 

Tradition, we mentioned, dies hard 
among surveyors, and Mr. Clapham pro- 
vided some support for this. Towards the 
end of his paper he described how many 
of the great names of the profession to- 
day are those of the founders of firms 
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which first started to practise 150 and 
sometimes 200 years ago. 


Chichester Cathedral. 

SERIOUS and unexpected defects have 
now been discovered in the roof of the 
nave of Chichester Cathedral. Owing to 
the increase in the cost of labour and 
materials, it is now estimated that the 
restoration fund may have to be increased 
beyond the original figure of £35,000. 
Already over £30,000 has been secured. 


Structural Steelwork Lectures.

OF CAMBRIDGE 


An Interim Statement 


PLANNING proposals for Cambridge 

and the surrounding district have 
been prepared by Professor W. G. Hol- 
ford, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.1., and 
Mr. H. Myles Wright, M.A., A.R.1.B.A., 
and have been submitted to the Town and 
Country Planning Committee of the 
Cambridgeshire County Council. During 
the next few months the proposals will 
be examined by a committee of members 
of the County and Borough Councils with 
the aim of submitting a development plan 
for the approval of the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning. The proposals 
will be published in the first half of next 
year. 

Under the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, the County Council became 
the planning authority for Cambridge- 
shire. Because of the importance of 
Cambridge the development plan for the 
town and surrounding district is being 
prepared first, under the powers con- 
tained in Section 5 (5) of the Act. The 
organisation of work on the Cambridge 
plan has differed from that used else- 
where. At Cambridge, all three parts of 
planning work—control of current de- 
velopment, survey, and preparation of 
proposals—have been carried out by the 
County Planning Department, under the 
direction of the County Planning Officer 
(Mr. W. L. Waide) or the consultant, as 
seemed appropriate. It is believed that 
this arrangement ensures close co-ordina- 
tion of day-to-day decisions, planning 
proposals and preparation for their 
execution; and as the consultant and his 
partner (Professor Holford and Mr. 
Wright) are formally the authors of all 
the proposals. the County Council re- 
mains free to accept or change them after 
seeing them as a whole. 

The following is a summary of the 
main recommendations :— 

Population and Livelihood. 

The mid-1948 population of the 
Borough of Cambridge was estimated at 
86,000 and that of the somewhat larger 
area covered by the plan (Urban Cam- 
bridge) at 104,000. Undergraduates are 
included. The Urban Cambridge popu- 
lation has grown by 16 per cent. since 
1937—compared with 5.8 per cent. for 
Great Britain and under one per cent. 
for London and the Home Counties. The 
authors give a number of reasons for 
thinking that a runaway increase in the 
population of Cambridge is very probable 
unless special measures are taken to pre- 
vent it. 

An attempt has been made to compare 
total employment in and near Cambridge 
in 1931 and 1948. This comparison shows 
that Central Government employment has 
increased by 350 per cent., manufactur- 
ing industry by 40 per cent., and that by 
the University and Colleges by about 30 
per cent. The five manufacturing in- 
dustries that have grown most have in- 
creased their workers by 4,000—a 180 
per cent. increase. The Cambridge area 
has virtually no unemployed and there 
are about 1,800 jobs on offer. 

Slowing down of Growth. It is 
recommended that a determined effort 
should be made to slow down immigra- 
tion into Cambridge, with the aim of 
trying to achieve a stable population of 
round about 100,000 in the Borough, or 
about 125,000 in the larger area of 


Urban Cambridge. This could only be 
achieved with the help and co-operation 
of Government Departments. 
Housing. 

In spite of 1,300 new houses having 
been built since the war, the housing 


shortage is worse in Cambridge than in 
many larger towns. The authors have 
examined housing demands in some detail, 
and estimate that at present rates of 
building it will take at least eight years 
to provide a separate dwelling for all 
families already living or working in 
Cambridge. This takes no account of the 
needs of families whose separate dwell- 
ings are really unfit for habitation. 
There are 1,400 such houses in Cam- 
bridge. Applications for houses are still 
being made at a much faster rate than 
new houses are being built. 

It is maintained that building develop- 
ment between the wars sprawled far out 
from the town in a wasteful and un- 
sightly way. General recommendations 
on residential development include: 
Prohibition of ribbon development; 
that Grantchester, Cherry Hinton 
and other villages still outside the built- 
up area of the town should be kept 
separate from the town by permanent 
open spaces; a “provisional boundary ” 
for the town within which new develop- 
ment would be confined; a careful in- 
filling and rounding off of villages 
around the town, rather than their ex- 
pansion. 

The authors point out that the inner 
residential areas lying in a half circle 
around the centre on the east will soon 
be due for redevelopment (see Map 1). 
They recommend that these large 
districts should be redeveloped with new 
houses. They maintain that the inner 
districts are admirably placed for this 
purpose, being near the centre, the river 
and the Commons; and that the alterna- 
tive would be to let them decay into 
slums, while building new housing 
estates two and three miles from the 
centre of the town. 


Roads. 


The amounts of traffic and traffic flows 
on roads in and near Cambridge have 
been very carefully measured. The 
authors believe fhat eventually outer by- 
pass roads around the town will be 
needed; but they do not think their con- 
Struction would be justified for a long 
time if it is to be done at the expense of 
road improvements nearer the centre. 


Diversion of Through Traffic. 


Two partly new routes are proposed 
to connect up main roads at some distance 
from the centre—one on the east and 
another on the west. 

(i) Chesterton Bridge. The eastern 
route (Map 1) connects Milton-road— 
that is, Trunk Road A.10—with Trum- 
pington-road. To do this would need a 
new bridge (Chesterton Bridge) at a 
point where a new bridge has been pro- 
posed for a long time. The new route 
would not only be heavily used by local 
traffic but would also take A.10 trunk 
traffic off the Backs road. It would be 
half a mile shorter than the present 
route round the Backs. 


(ii) The Western Boundary Road. 
The second proposal would connect up 
the three western roads with Trumping- 
ton-road (see Map 1); and would also re- 
quire a new bridge at Chaucer-road. The 
western road would take the remaining 
through traffic off the Backs (part having 
been already diverted over Chesterton 
Bridge) and would also serve as a boun- 
dary for building development on the west 
side of Cambridge for many years 
ahead. The nearness of the open 
countryside to the centre of the town on 
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its west side is a great asset to Cain- 
bridge and it is proposed to retain it. 


The Backs Road. 

The authors propose that when alter- 
native routes have been provided for 
through traffic, the quietness and beauty 
of the road along the Backs (Queen’s- 
road) should be safeguarded by a low 
speed limit and by forming special en- 
trances at either end (somewhat like those 
to the Royal Parks in London) which 
would slow down vehicles and would 
emphasise the special character of the 
road. 

The “Spine Relief” Road. 

The road which runs right through the 
centre of Cambridge almost in a straight 
line, from Huntingdon-road to Hills-road, 
is variously named in its several parts 
(Bridge-street, Sidney-street, St. Andrew’s- 
street, etc.). It is the spine of the town 
and for convenience is so called in the 
report (see Maps 1 and 2). The spine 
runs through the shopping and business 
centre, which is ringed with colleges 
(Map 2) and contains narrow, congested 
streets, 

The authors reject widening as a 
solution in the centre on the grounds of 
the length of time required, the tem- 
porary nature of any relief gained and 
because general widening would destroy 
the present architectural character of the 
centre. They propose instead the con- 
struction of a relief road, more or less 
parallel to the spine and 200-300 yards 


to the east of it (Maps 1 and 2). The 
aims of this road are: 
(i) to allow  local-through _ traffic 


from north-west to south-east to run 
right past the centre, and thus leave 
more room for shopping and business 
traffic; 

(ii) to form a circulating road 
around the east side of the centre, so 
that traffic from the east (where four- 
fifths of the population live) can choose 
the most convenient points of entry 
and exit. 

Closing of Magdalene-street to motor 


vehicles. When the relief route is com- 
plete from Histon-road corner to 
Drummer - street it is proposed that 


Magdalene-street should be closed to 
vehicles (other than pedal cycles) at its 
northern end (Map 2). It is held that 
the construction of the relief road would 
only be justified if it is to be fully used 
and not merely be an overflow for the 
route along the spine. 


The Cross-Town Route. 

At its southern end the spine relief 
road just mentioned would connect with 
an improved cross-town route, running 
from Emmanuel-street straight through 
to Downing-street and thus eliminate the 
present awkward double turn on a cross- 
town journey—from Downing-street into 
St. Andrew’s-street and thence into 
Emmanuel- street. It is proposed that 
Downing - street and Pembroke - street 
should later be continued over a new 
Mill-lane bridge to west Cambridge. 

Thus in time the old centre of the 
town would become something of a pre- 
cinct, with the spine relief route, the 
cross-town route and river as_ its 
boundaries (Map 2). 


Future Building in the Centre. 

The central area of Cambridge is small 
and densely built within a ring of 
colleges (Map 2). Its buildings contain 
over nine million sq. ft. of floor space, 
of which four and a half million are in 
use by the colleges and University, one 
million by shops and two and a half by 
commerce of all kinds (including shops). 
The authors believe that because of diffi-

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culties of access the centre could never 
make a good shopping and business centre 
for a large town. But assuming a moder- 
ate growth of population they believe 
that commercial and college needs for 
additional accommodation can both be 
met. It is estimated that only a moder- 
ate amount of additional commercial 
accommodation will be needed near the 
centre in the next 20 years. 


Guildhall-street. At least half of this 
could be obtained in the proposed new 
Guildhall-street running from the Guild- 
hall down to Downing- street, on land 
which at present is partly open and partly 
pared by dilapidated buildings (sec 

Map 2). Guildhall-street would be very 
near the present main shops and also 
very near the proposed new bus station. 
Its construction would provide a good 
number of new shops and offices without 
any change in the appearance of. exist- 
ing streets. Eventually traffic coming up 
the spine would be led into Guildhall- 
street, through Downing-place, which 
would be given an entrance to Regent- 
street just north of Downing College. 


“Open Deck” Car Park. The exist- 
ing Lion- yard car park, on the site of 
the proposed Guildhall-street, would be 
replaced by a three-floor “open deck ” 
car park, which could accommodate 400 
cars. Shops would be provided on the 
ground floor below the car park decks. 

New Bus Station. Travel to Cambridge 
in country buses has greatly increased 
since before the war. A new covered 
bus station is proposed on a site adjoin- 
Ing the existing station (Map 2). This 
Would bring passengers to within 200 
yards of both the principal existing shops 
and of Guildhall-street. 


Extensions of Colleges in the centre. 
A majority of the colleges will probably 


be compelled to provide more accommo- 
dation for undergraduates. Some colleges 
contemplate extending their buildings in 
the centre, especially along the line from 
St. John’s to Pembroke (Map 2). The 
authors recommend that shops along this 
line should not be reduced in number, 
and that college extensions which displace 
commercial accommodation should pro- 
vide for good shops on the ground floor. 

Preservation of the architectural 
character of the centre, and the height 
and size of buildings are also the subject 
of recommendations. 


The University and the Colleges. 


It is maintained that a large expansion 
oi the University, in terms of buildings 
if not of students, is inevitable. The bulk 
of building will be done by the University 
rather than the colleges. 


Building west of the river. The authors 
stress the importance of all academic 
buildings being reasonably near together, 
and consider the alternatives of siting 
most new University buildings in the 
centre, in west Cambridge or in both 
acccording to function. Jt is proposed that 
all the land west of the Backs and 
between the Huntingdon- and Barton- 
roads should be regarded as a reserve 
for University buildings (Map 1}. Much 
of the land will not be needed for perhaps 
a hundred years and might be used for 
houses in the meanwhile. 


Science Buildings. The authors recog- 
nise the difficulty of deciding the best 
sites for new science buildings. It is 
recommended that future large University 
buildings should not be placed south of 
Lensfield-road, so that University expan- 
sion will be in one direction, westwards, 
and not in two. It is also proposed that 
the Addenbrooke’s Hospital site should 
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be made available for science buildings 
when the hospital moves. 

College Extensions. The number of 
sets of rooms in University lodging- 
houses has fallen to 1,540 from 2,700 
before the war, and it is probable that 
most colleges will have to provide more 
accommodation for undergraduates in 
college or in hostels. It is recommended 
that some of this accommodation should 
be specially designed to be convertible 
from bed-sitting rooms to full sets of 
rooms, or to flats for dons or the general 
public; and that sites west of the river 
should be considered for new buildings 
of this kind. 

New Colleges. It is thought probable 
that one or two new colleges may come 
into existence fairly soon. Five sites are 
recommended: four on a line running 
from _Huntingdon- -road (* The Grove” 
and “Wychfield”) via Storey’s-way to 
Clarkson-road; and one on the site of 
the present electricity station on the river 
opposite Magdalene. The first four sites 
are west of the river. 


Conclusion. 

In the final chapter of the report the 
authors point out that about £8 million 
was spent on new buildings and other 
development in Cambridge between 1919 
and 1940— about £1 million being on 
roads and bridges. In their view, at least 
an equal sum is certain to be spent on 
new development in the next 20 years— 
and probably a very much larger one. 
They believe that development on this 
scale, in Cambridge, should be guided by 
a plan agreed by the county, the town 
and the University; and that to be success- 
ful a plan must be backed by such 
agreement. They also emphasise that the 
goodwill and help of central goverimuent 
would be essential if certain of the 
recommendations are to be carried out. 
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MASONS AND CARVERS 


The Need for their Revival 
By J. G. NOPPEN 


ANXIETY has been expressed about 
~% the scarcity of masons and carvers, 
in particular, the shortage of apprentices. 
This is said to be of grave concern to the 
Council of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. An appeal for the greater 
encouragement of carvers has been made 
by Mr. Michael Waterhouse, the Presi- 
dent of that body; but he does not suggest 
that the Council has discovered any other 
means of improving the situation. 

In a letter to The Times, headed “ The 
Sculptors’ Heritage,” Mr. William C. H. 
King, President of the Royal Society of 
British Sculptors, has complained that 
“The cry has been for more students, 
more apprentices, rather than for more 
creative ability. The demand has been for 
men who will carry out mechanically the 
small portion of enrichment permitted on 
buildings in an age of economy. The 
sculpture in Henry VII’s chapel was not 
so inspired.” 

The facts are now clear. Architects 
need masons and carvers to erect stone 
buildings and execute sculpture in accord- 
ance with their designs. They are not 
seeking men of creative ability. The 
architects consider that they, in their draw- 
ings, do the creative work; but, notwith- 
standing, their drawings do but represent 
the proposed buildings. If the latter are 
to be of stone and adorned with sculp- 
ture, masons and carvers are essential. 
The prospect of a shortage of them is 
serious. 

Mr. Waterhouse says: “ Unless some 
steps can be taken to increase the supply 
of recruits we shall be faced with an im- 
possible situation when the time comes 
for the restoration of the city churches 
and guild halls.” In fact, we shall be 
unable to get any building in stone of any 
kind done if there are no masons. 

It is interesting to note that a shortage 
of architectural students would lead to 
no such impossible situation. Whatever 
the architect creates, it is not the substan- 
tial building, and his absence, and a lack 
of his designs would not prevent the erec- 
tion of either churches or halls. As in 
the past, the masons would build them 
without the aid of the architect and his 
drawings. Indeed, in some parts of the 
world, including these isles, such building 
is done to-day. Those who wanted 
scholarly “styles” would be disappointed, 
and authorities would have to allow work 
to proceed without first seeing an archi- 
tect’s drawings; but no real difficulty 
would present itself. Drawings are not 
essential. 

When the plan was decided upon, the 
dimensions settled, the supply of material 
arranged, and the site chosen, the masons 
would set out the work and build it. The 
design, frontage, the skyline, the mass and 
all things of that sort would be the result 
of constructing a building with the re- 
quired accommodation and fittings. The 
design, in fact, would, as Lethaby put it, 
be “ thrown in with the work.” The form 
the work assumed would be modern and 
representative of present-day building 
customs, just as a church, or hall, was in 
the middle ages. The masons would 
build as was necessary, without affecta- 
tion, doing, as they did in the past, what- 
ever was reasonable and possible to make 
their work interesting and beautiful. If 
the job had been properly organised, the 
patron would have no cause for com- 
plaint. 

The man in charge of the work would, 


as in the past, be the master of the masons, 
himself a trained mason whose intelli- 
gence had fitted him for mastership. He 
would be fully competent to ensure that 
good men were engaged, and that their 
work was properly done. Most of the 
men would be the keener knowing that 
in time they might become masters, and 
not, as now, destined to the dull task 
of drearily working to some other’s de- 
sign, and possessed of no greater hope. 

The carvers would be as free as those 
who wrought the noble angels in the tran- 
septs of Westminster Abbey. The images 
and details that they carved would be 
their own, and no designer would have 
any rights in them. The prospect of a 
truly artistic career of which the possi- 
bilities were considerable, would be very 
attractive, and recruits would soon be- 
come plentiful. 

The masters would, of course, be daily 
on the work, and be paid a wage or 
salary; but important jobs, involving 
special responsibility would doubtless 
bring them extra pay or fees. Moreover, 
there would, as in the past, be executive 
and advisory posts open to experienced 
masters. 

Young men would certainly be willing 
to enter a trade that offered such oppor- 
tunities to those who were prepared to 
work hard and conscientiously. Theirs 
would be a useful and interesting career. 
Dormant trade customs would become 
fully alive and be carried forward steadily, 
as they were in the middle ages. The 
experience of skilled masons would lead 
to a manner of building in stone that 
would be our own, arising out of the 
needs of our time, owing nothing to cap- 
rice.’ It would be the artistic branch of 
what Lethaby called the “ Architecture 
of Adventure.” Form would not be pre- 
ordained on paper; but the result of actual 
building in solid stone. Our stone build- 
ings would be as understandable to us as 
the church, castle and palace were to our 
ancestors in the middle ages. In fact, 
the work would be done according to the 
great principle which Lethaby thought 
must be the basis of all true building 
throughout the ages. 

Though building in stone can form only 
a small part of our future programme, 
there will always be enough to maintain 
a considerable body of masons. Numer- 
ous carvers will also be wanted, not only 
for images, but for detail of all kinds. 
Monumental and pictorial carving should 
represent our own work, thought, beliefs 
and ambitions; and ornamental detail 
should arise out of the work. It should 
be the artistic finish of necessary parts, 
and not a useless imposition. 


A Few Amusing Years. 

The young sculptor of the present has 
little to hope for unless he can become in 
some measure fashionable, and Mr. King 
has pointed out what often happens. We 
may recall Lethaby’s address to the stu- 
dents of Birmingham Art School, in 1901, 
in the course of which he said: “ Art 
schools, as I knew them in the past, were 
adapted most for teaching the profession 
of scholarship gaining. (Lethaby’s italics.) 
Even now, unless the student on entering 
an art school, is already attached to some 
craft.and looks to the school for col- 
lateral instruction, or unless he has made 
up his mind for a special branch of art, 
and specialises on that, little is to be 
expected but the expenditure of a few

amusing years, and his possible emergence 
as an art master.” He added, “ The time 
is coming, I believe, when almost all 
teaching will be done by specialists.” 
Well, the time has come; but the demand 
is exactly as Mr. King describes it. Only 
the fractional few can become successful 
individual sculptors. It is not good 
enough. 

There is no reason why we should not 
have a great body of competent carvers, 
free to exercise their skill, who would 
serve us as well as their predecessors 
served King Henry III or King Henry 
Vii. If we want them—and we ‘ought to 
want them—we should demand sculpture 
that represents our own times and 
thoughts, our own beliefs and ambitions, 
and faithfully commemorates our own 
great men and deeds. We have no right 
to fear that they would not do as well as 
the sculptors of the past, and create a 
striking record of our day that would 
give us prestige among our posterity. To 
us their work would be understandable 
and interesting, as good art should be. 

We shall not get these carvers in any 
other way, and we shall not get them at 
a moment’s notice. We must not begin 
by calling for monumental masterpieces, 
Lethaby said: “In all things it is neces- 
sary to start from the useful and homely; 
to decorate a serviceable thing, not to 
make a useless one because it will be 
decorated.” He added: “ There is really 
no room in the world for the carved 
nothing.” But the “carved nothings” 
are produced and very ably marketed in 
esthetic circles, fetching very high prices. 
It must be very hard for a skilful work- 
man with a gift for publicity, to. shun 
the profitable occupation of a carver of 
nothings; but only a few can make a 
success of it. It may here be observed 
that the majority must carve useful and 
sensible things or go out of business. 


High-Priced “ Nothings.” 

What it amounts to is this: The young 
carver does not want the shadowy chance 
of becoming a maker of nothings at high 
prices while their vogue lasts; he wants 
a clear opportunity freely to work at his 
craft, making what both he and everyone 
else can see is good, and will always be 
recognised as good. Moreover, it will be 
ever known as his, even though his name 
be forgotten, and he will receive satisfac- 
tory pay for his labour. We do not 
want the youngster whose heart is set 
upon a studio and big fees; we want the 
fellow who would enter an honourable, 
skilled and well-paid trade. 

He and his colleagues would become 
true artists. They would do useful and 
lasting artistic work which would be their 
own, and a credit both to them and their 
craft 

It is probable that in the not distant 
future there will be a considerable amount 
of building in stone by public bodies, 
and opportunities might then be given to 
masons and carvers. They should be 
given the chance to do work that they 
can call their own, and in which they can 
feel genuinely interested. 

The prospect of such encouragement 
would certainly lead to an increase in the 
number of apprentices, and the day when 
we should again possess a considerable 
body of highly skilled sculptors would 
dawn in a surprisingly short time. 

It may be, as Lethaby was inclined to 
fear, that nothing can ever happen “ until 
the hour strikes.” Is it about to strike 
now for the revival of the ancient craft 
of masonry—which decorated old Eng- 
land with many beautiful buildings—in 
order that it may in some measure adom 
the new England now in the making?

THE premises now known as “ 96 Piccadilly,” 

but occupying the site of Nos. 96 and 97, 
were originally occupied by the Junior Naval and 
Military Club and had the usual fine suite of 
rooms on the ground and first floors which were 
typical of the grand manner of the period when 
the building was completed, about 1875. Only 
two entrances served the building, the main one 
in Whitehorse-street and the servants’ staircase 
in the area facing Piccadilly. 

It was eventually decided to convert the 
building into a restaurant on the ground floor 
with banqueting rooms on the first floor, 
retaining the three upper floors as offices. To 
achieve this it was necessary to provide a separate 
entrance to the upper floors from Piccadilly with 
access to the existing lift, which was accom- 
plished by means of a mezzanine lift entrance 
over the entrance between front restaurant and 
the lounge. Access to the banqueting rooms is 
through the main restaurant entrance in 
Whitehorse-street. The grand staircase was 
removed and converted to valuable floor space 
with additional mezzanine floors, and a new 
escape staircase and restaurant staff entrance 
provided in Whitehorse-street. The service 
staircase to kitchens has been “* double-banked ” 
from ground floor to kitchen to provide one-way 
going. 

The existing brick load-bearing walls were 
pierced where required to form openings, and 
the openings lined with a steel frame designed to 
distribute the load evenly over the length of the 
wall under each of the openings. Having regard

HOUSING FOR INDIA

FOLLOWING a comprehensive hous- 

ing survey carried out at the 
invitation of the State of Mysore by 
technicians of Structural and Mechani- 
cal Development Engineers, Ltd., the 
Government of India has installed an 
‘** Alcrete”’ housing factory in New 
Delhi producing 5,500 houses per year. 
The ultimate project envisages a number 
of similar ‘‘ unit ’’ factories throughout 
the country, planned to suit transport 
and material facilities. 

Preliminary plans for the houses 
were prepared in Mysore in conjunction 
with the State Architect, Dr. O. H. 
Koenigsberger. After a visit had been 
paid by Dr. Koenigsberger to Europe 
to investigate various methods for the 
factory production of housing the 
** Alcrete ” housing system was 
accepted. 

The basic standard for the houses 
required two rooms of 100 sq. ft. and 
120 sq. ft., a kitchen and two open 
verandahs. In accordance with local 
customs and to meet the immediate 
economics of the project, shower and 
w.c. are built as outbuildings within the 
traditional compound yard. The house

is planned to a 3 ft. 2 in. module which 
was adopted in order that one standard 
mould would be suitable for a door- 
width panel and a_ window-width 
panel, doors being wider than standard 


U.K. practice. ‘ 
The thermal insulation value of 
* Alcrete’’ panels varies according to 


thickness ; for this job 3% in. was 
adopted giving a total conductivity of 
0.26 B.T.U./ft. sq. hour, deg. F. 

The production house has _ been 
planned in pairs and terraces. The 
standard wall panel will be equally 
suitable for a later stage of planning, 
ie., three- and four-room houses with 
internal services, single-storey schools, 
and hospitals. 

The panels are of module width and 
height from floor to ceiling, each panel 
being completely finished in the factory, 
including windows and doors. 

Basically there are three types of 
wall panel—plain, window and door. 
The panels, which are of cellular con- 
crete, are cast with a double groove 
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view, showing aluminium roofing.

to each edge ; when placed in position 
on site a rope material is caulked into 
the groove, and the joint pointed with a 
specially developed cementitious 
material. The caulking rope acts as a 
backing for the pointing and the space 
behind provides a perfect barrier to 
capillary or condensate moisture pene- 
tration. 


Roof panels of module width, span- 
ning from eaves to ridge, are made of 
aluminium alloy ribbed sheet exter- 
nally with an inner lining of hardboard, 
the cavity being filled with glass silk 
insulating material.

Labour Constants as the Basis for 
Incentive Schemes i 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 
S/R] have read with interest the 

letter from Mr. D. C. Burgess in 
your issue of December 9. Having had ex- 
perience of estimating, supervising and 
keeping cost records on a variety of jobs 
from Cornwall to Sunderland, I would 
venture the opinion that the contention 
that “all jobs are different” is not, as 
your correspondent suggests, mere “ bun- 
kum.” 

He selects a fairly simple example of 
rendering on a brick wall at ground-floor 
level, and suggests that any estimator 
would quote a labour factor without en- 
quiring as to the location of the work. 
As an experienced estimator, I would 
agree that I could quote an “average” 
labour factor, but it would be a most 
inequitable one to use as a basis for 
bonusing, unless the locality were 
known. 

Is not Mr. Burgess aware that the aver- 
age output per man differs as much as 20 
per cent. from the extreme north to the 
extreme south of Engla:id? 

The Ministry of Works attempted, in 
their “Payment by Results” scheme, to 
formulate one set of “targets” for the 
whole of the country. It was found that, 
whilst in some districts these targets were 
reasonably equitable, in other areas the 
operatives were unable even to approach 
the targets. It might be illuminating to 
recount a remark I overheard, made by a 
bricklayer on a job in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, and which { recount without the 
adjectives :-—“* They are offering a bonus 
for laying over 50 bricks an hour, on 
9-inch work. If that is supposed to be 
a reasonable output, we must have been 
fools for the last 20 years, because we 
have been in the habit of laying nearly 
twice as many as that, for a flat rate. 
We had better slow down in future! ” 

Apart from the variation on average 
output due to geographical and climatic 
conditions, the type of material available 
in different localities has a considerable 
bearing on output. Before attempting 
to assess a target for brickwork, it would 
be necessary to know :—Is the. brick a 
“ wirecut” or a frogged brick? What is 
the size of the frog? How hard are the 
bricks? Can they be cut with the trowel, 
or do they requise a hammer and bolster? 
Are they rough or smooth to handle? 
And finally, are they of uniform size? 

One has only to consider the example 
of a one brick wall, faced both sides. 
With pressed bricks of uniform size, the 
work is comparatively simple, the 
headers being of uniform length. Com- 
pare this with a West of England wirecut 
brick, with lengths varying from 8} in. 
to 9 in. Would it be equitable to for- 
mulate one target for both? 

Whilst I agree that nothing is impos- 
sible, I suggest that to compile a national 
target schedule that would cater for all 
the local variations which one is likely 
to encounter would necessitate a volume 
comparable in size with a Family Bible. 

No, Mr. Burgess, estimating is not such 
a simple matter as that. Building esti- 
mators are probably among the highest 
paid members of the contractor’s staff, 
and they earn their money by their ability 
to appreciate and assess the varying con- 
ditions, difficulties and advantages per- 
taining to different sites and different 
localities. If the compilation of labour 
constants is so simple a matter that it 
can be obtained “from a book,” builders 
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would be well advised to dispense with 
their expensive technical staffs, buy one 
of these marvellous publications, and let 
the office boy do the estimating. It’s 
easy!

Nominations by the R.I.C.S. and other

solve the matter but not fully, because 
as pointed out by your correspondent, Mr. 
Hutchins, there are many practising and 
registration-worthy surveyors who are 
not members of recognised Associations. 
This seems the main obstacle to the 
problem, and a possible solution would 
be for two or three of them, with long 
practising experience and qualification, to 
form a committee to invite and examine 
applications for membership of a new 
Association, limiting admission thereto to 
practising surveyors of unquestionable 
experience, integrity and skill.

Shortage of Cast-Iron Piping 


Mr. MACPHERSON asked the Minister 
of Supply whether he was aware of the 
shortage in Scottish housing schemes of 
cast-iron piping, and particularly of pipe 
bends; and what steps he was taking to 
increase production. 

Mr. G. STRAuss said he was aware of 
the shortage of cast-iron pipes and fittings 
in Scottish housing schemes. Annual 
production had increased since 1947 by 
about 100,000 tons and it was hoped that 
there would be a further increase of over 
30,000 tons in 1950. [December 5.] 


Cost of Materials. 


On December 15 Sir IAN FRASER asked 
the Minister of Health how far his 
department’s recent estimate of the share 
of the Government’s capital investment 
programme available for housing, took 
account of any increase in railway freight 
charges and consequent rise in the cost 
of building materials. 

Mr... BEvaN replied: Not at all—no 
increase in railway freight charges has 
as yet been imposed. 


House Agents’ Charges. 


On December 15 Mr. Lewis asked the 
Minister of Health if he was aware of 
the growing practice adopted by certain 
house agents of making charges for 
supplying information relative to vacant 
houses and flats, without actually giving 
any service, and, as this was contrary 
to the professional code of the recog: 
nised estate agents, if he would introduce 
suitable legislation to make these prac- 
tices illegal. 

Mr. BEvVAN said he would hold out no 
prospect of legislation on this subject.

T. and C.P.A. Memorandum on 
Operation of 1947 Act 


(THE amendment of the development 
charge regulations, the prevention of 
new industrial establishments and exten- 
sions in congested areas, and the desir- 
ability of closer co-ordination between 
Government Departments responsible for 
various aspects ef development in their 
claims for land use, are referred to in a 
statement on the working of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, issued 
by the Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation. The statement ts as follows :— 
The Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, has been in operation since July 1, 
1948. It may be that the main powers of 
control, now entrusted to fewer and 
larget authorities, are working as well as 
could be expected at this stage. There is, 
however, much criticism of certain fea- 
tures of the revised planning system. 
Some of this is justified. But it is vital 
that in any discussion of possible amend- 
ments of the Act, or procedure under it, 
the national purposes that it is intended 
to serve, and that have been approved by 
all parties, should be kept clearly in 
mind. 


Important Purposes of Planning. 


Among the purposes of highest 
economic and social importance are 
these: (1) Rebuilding bombed and 


blighted areas, with better living and 
working conditions and more space. This 
means some displacing of crowded 
people and industry; (2) Pieaervien green 
belts round cities, and good farm hand, 
from undue suburban spread and sporadic 
building; (3) Controlling various kinds 
of development so that residential and 
business premises and other types of 
building are neither mixed nor too widely 
separated but well grouped to serve 
social and economic needs; and (4) Im- 
proving amenities by better design, 
planting, and prevention of disfigurement. 

It was amply proved that pre-war plan- 
ning powers could not achieve these pur- 
poses. In particular the unavoidable 
effect of planning restrictions on land 
values was an obstacle to some of the 
most essential aims; as, for example, pre- 
serving green belts or specifying more 
open space in redevelopment. The 
necessity of dealing with the “ compen- 
sation-betterment ” problem was demon- 
strated in the Barlow Report, 1940; the 
Uthwatt Report, 1942, and the Coalition 
White Paper on Land Use, 1944. ‘Fhe 
proposals in these differed from those 
adopted in the Act of 1947; but all agreed 
that the problem had to be dealt with. 

Criticism of the planning control 
powers under the Act focuses on uncer- 
tainties as to loca] intentions and delays 
in decisions. Naturally these difficul- 
ties are at their worst while surveys and 
development plans are still in their early 


stages. In most areas good progress is 
being made with these. There is no 
reason .to doubt that the control 


machinery is suited to its purpose and 
can be made to work well. 

It should be realised that the holding 
up of many desired developments is not 
due to town planning, but to the necessity 
of limiting the amount and classes of 
building in the present economic situa- 
tien. Town planning does not decide the 
rate of development. It is concerned that 
such development as is possible should be 
carried out in the most suitable places 
and im the best way. 

The public outcries that constantly 
arise against particular pieces of develop- 
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ment do, in fact, emphasise the necessity 
of planning control. Often the uses to 
which objection is raised are promoted 
by departments not subject to planning 
control. It is important that the hands of 
the planning Ministry should be streng- 
thened in dealing with the conflicting 
claims of the service departments, of 
agriculture, of industry, of housing, of 
mineral working and of transport. 


The Development Charges. 

More serious criticism is made of the 
working of the sections of the Act deal- 
ing with development values and charges. 
The fixing of the development charge at 
100 per cent. of assessed development 
value leaves an Owner no economic incen- 
tive to dispose of land for development; 
and the official hope that land would 
change hands freely at existing use 
value has not been fulfilled. In the 
different but analogous proposals of the 
Uthwatt Report and the White Paper of 
1944, charges up to 75 or 80 per cent. 
were proposed. No definite percentage 
was laid down in the Act; when the 
point was: debated in Parliament it was 
agreed by both sides. of the Houses that 
a variable percentage would enable de- 
velopment to be stimulated or discouraged 
as desired. 

The Association consider that the 
Regulations should be amended, so that 
some part of the development value is 
retained by the disposing or developing 
owner. To restore to this extent the in- 
centive to develop would be better than 
to rely on the threat of compulsory pur- 
chase, which should only be necessary 
in unusual cases. ete 

It is also desirable that the practice in 
defining and interpreting “change of use ” 
for the purposes of levying development 
charges should be liberalised. While 
planning consent to any _ substantial 
change of use is necessary, the classes of 
cases to which charges and claims on the 
Central Land Fund apply could be re- 
duced without injury to planning pur- 
poses. , 

The Association also draws attention to 
the need for greater clarity and speed in 
the application of the accepted national 
policy of decongestion and dispersal. To 
an alarming extent development is still 
proceeding on the pre-war lines of sub- 
urban extension, which lengthens 
journeys to: work, and (in London) of 
multi-storey flats, which are bad for 
family life and extremely costly in sub- 
sidies. Vast expenditure is fore- 
shadowed on city transport systems. — 

. Under the dispersal policy the building 
and extension of factories in large and 
crowded cities should be checked, and 
in the smaller towns and new towns 
should be encouraged; but, in practice, 

rmits seem to be more freely granted 
in large than in small towns. New towns 
have not been pushed forward with the 
speed the situation requires, and little 
has been done to promote industrial de- 
velopment in existing country towns. 


Summary of Representations. 

The Association urges that immediate 
consideration be given to the following 
measures :— 

1—Amendment of the development 
charge regulations under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, to reduce 
the percentage of charge so that a 
reasonable incentive to dispose of land is 
restored. + 5a 

2.—Liberalisation of the practice in 
levying development charges, especially 
in cases of extensions of existing uses 
within sites approved for such uses. This 
does not imply that the requirement to 
obtain planning permission should be 
waived. Ws ; 

3.—The powers of guiding the location 
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of industry to be operated so as to check 
as far as practicable new establishments 
and extensions in congested areas and 
actively to promote them in new towns 
and suitable country towns. Additional 
powers may be necessary to prevent the 
re-occupation of vacated factories for 
industry, subject to fair compensation. 

4.—Closer _ co-ordination between 
Government Departments responsible for 
various aspects of development in their 
claims for land use, including location of 
industry, agriculture, housing, Service 
requirements, mineral workings, and 
transport. As the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning is the only Ministry 
that has the function of judging claims 
for land use in the light of all the factors, 
its position should be strengthened, and 
the Minister should be of senior status. 
Any major departmental issue concern- 
ing land use should be dealt with by a 
Cabinet Committee, of which the Minister 
of Town and Country Planning should be 
chairman. 


THE AIMS OF PLANNING 


Reconciliation of Social Aspirations 


i R F. J. OSBORN, in a paper read 

at a recent meeting of the Town 
and Country Planning Association, said 
that planners were in a position a little 
resembling that of the medical profession, 
but that they ought not to be, because 
their function was really of quite a differ- 
ent character. He went on to say that 
they should administer their branch of 
governmental control under a policy in- 
spired by aims widely held and interpreted 
through the representative system. There 
was no doubt, he considered, that a large 
part of public opinion still thought that 
planning could do something important, 
something that the public would find 
useful and attractive. The public had 
granted the planning powers, but he 
did not think that it was at all clear as 
to what was now expected of the planners. 
Therefore it looked to them as it looked 
to the doctors: as to experts who 
understood our mysterious insides and 
could make us comfortable with an ille- 
gible prescription. 

He said that that worked in medicine, but 
that it could never work in planning. 
The professional aim of the doctor was 
simple; to restore the body to a well- 
understood normal working. A long 
tradition had given the public a firm 
faith that every doctor would do his best 
to restore every patient to health. The 
patients were clear about the aim, and 
had — that the doctors had the 
Same aim, whatever doubts the 
about their skill. po 

“It won’t do at all,” he said, “to look 
to planners in that way. First, there is 
no such single, simple aim. A whole 
mass of legitimate aims, affecting differ- 
ent sections of society, have to be recon- 
ciled, including these unsatisfied popular 
wants that created the political demand 
for planning. 

“ Second, some planners, as individuals, 
want things the public at large don’t 
care about; some even want what 
the majority of the public detest. And 
though I believe planners in general are 
sane enough, the drift of their profes- 
sional thought and discussion conducted 
as it is in a closed circle, sealed 
off from effective public opinion, gives 
me often a feeling of disquiet. It is 
not that any aim of any particular 
planner seems to me vicious, or even 
unimportant. It is the emphasis that 
seems to me to be going wrong; the 
development of a professional perspective 
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that could never have aroused the pub- 
lic support from which planning derived 
its powers—that may even, if the enemies 
of planning exploit their chance, cause a 
setback in those powers.” 

The speaker recalled that the history 
of the development of planning powers 
had not been written. It was complex, 
and perhaps any two writers at this 
moment would write differently. ike 
would be the last,” he said, “to deny 
the part played in securing the powers, 
and in shaping their details, by highly 
articulate minorities possessing intense 
feelings. Such, for instance, are the 
groups who want to stop ugly build- 
ing in the countryside, to sweep away 
advertisement hoardings, to check camps, 
caravans, cement works and open-cast 
workings, to preserve fine old buildings, 
and to promote better architectural de- 
sign. I support every one of those aims. 
But none is an absolute. Each one con- 
flicts potentially with aims of far greater 
jnherent dynamic force: the desire to 
live, trade, or roam in the country; the 
economic necessity to get coal or produce 
building materials; the urge to replace 
out-of-date by efficient buildings. If you 
could take a census,” he went on, “ you 
would tind that more people are con- 
cerned in these latter things or their re- 
sults than care intensely for the injury 
to esthetics they may cause. Planning 
can to some extent reconcile these con- 
flicting interests.” 

Primarily the people of this country 
had accepted planning as a means of safe- 
guarding and improving their home living 
conditions. With less clarity they under- 
stood that it was necessary for economic 
efficiency, and it was these aims, he con- 
sidered, that should be kept to the fore 
when discussing how planning was work- 
ing. 

“How, in fact, are the new powers 
working?” Mr. Osborn asked. 

On the whole, he thought, the powers 
of control and guidance were well suited 
to their purpose. They could prevent 
confused development, urban overcrowd- 
ing, waste of farm land, and the building 
over Of green belts. The very fact that 
outcries constantly arose about conflicting 
claims for Jand proved, he thought, the 
necessity of planning control. Planners 
had strong cards in this part of the argu- 
ment. The powers were necessary. What 
we had to demonstrate was that they were 
used wisely, for aims that served the 
greatest public ends, and with the least 
delay or hampering of private initiative. 
He thought that the public would be 
tolerant of “running in” difficulties. 

He considered that the really serious 
criticism of the Planning Act concerned 
the development values and charges. 

“Tt:is very important,” he said, “ for 
those who realise the need for planning 
to remind Parliament and the public that 
this development charge system is not 
inspired by equalitarian or tap-the-rich 
notions. In some form compensation- 
betterment law is absolutely indispen- 
sable to the greater planning aims: notably 
the control of density to safeguard living- 
space, and the preservation of green belts 
from suburban building. Because these 
are aims that, when understood, have 
strong popular support, we must as plan- 
ners put on them a very strong emphasis. 
If all our emphasis is on control of de- 
sign, or on * kyboshing’ cement works or 
power stations, or on minifying eight- 
eenth-century streets, we shall not be 
able to defend the development value 
measures. And if we cannot maintain 
these,” he concluded, “whether in an 
amended form or otherwise, the greater 
aims of planning are impracticable.”

Financial Assistance for Building 
From a Correspondent 


FYINANCIAL assistance for building, 

convertmg and improving houses 
can now be obtained under the new 
Housing Act, 1949, in many more cases 
than before. It is proposed to consider 
in the present article the various pro- 
visions of that Act which enable in- 
dividuals and companies, as distinct from 
local authorities, to obtain grants for this 
purpose. 


Advances from Local Authorities. 


Any person can now obtain an advance 
from a local authority for the purpose of 
acquiring, or constructing, or converting, 
or altering, enlarging, repairing or im- 
proving houses or flats. The advance 
can be obtained in cases where the free- 
hold value of the house or flat does not 
exceed £5,000; the previous limit was 
£1,500. The superficial area of the 
house will be a factor which will no 
longer be taken into consideration. 

If the advance is made by instalments 
as the work progresses, the total amount 
which may be so advanced may now ex- 
ceed more than 50 per cent. of the value 
of the work executed up to date. The 
borrower, moreover, igs now given the 
right to repay the advance on any quarter 
day upon giving one month’s notice of 
his intention to do so. It will be neces- 
sary, in any event, to satisfy the authority 
that the house will be in all respects fit 
for human habitation. The amount that 
can be obtained by way of advance can- 
not exceed in any circumstances 90 per 
cent. of the value of the property. 

Applications for such advances will 
only be entertained from persons who 
are freeholders or who hold a lease with 
a term which has at least ten years longer 
to run than the period during which re- 
payment of the advance has to be made. 

If a person desires to build or acquire 
a house and requires assistance for this 
prgoes from a building society, the 
ocal authority may now guarantee re- 
payment to the society; and a guarantee 
may now be obtained to cover the excess 
over the amount which the building 
society would normally advance on the 
property without such guarantee. 


Grants Towards 
modation. 


Where a person is prepared to provide 
dwelliag accommodation by converting 
a house or to improve a dwelling, he may 
in certain circumstances obtain what is 
called an “improvement grant” from the 
local authority. For this purpose, how- 
ever, an application must be made for 
the grant before any work is put in hand. 
This application must contain full par- 
ticulars of the proposed work and of the 
land in question and it must be accom- 
panied by all necessary plans and speci- 
fications for the work, together with an 
estimate of the expenses likely to be in- 
gurred in the execution of the work. 
The applicant must satisfy the authority 
that the dweflings which will be so pro- 
vided will provide satisfactory housing 
accommodation over a period of not less 
than 30 years and furthermore that they 
will conform with the official standards 
of fitness as approved by the Central 
Housing Advisory Committee. : 

These standards of fitness require that 
the dwellings should (i) be in all respects 
dry; (ii) be in a good state of repair; (iii) 
have each room properly lighted and 
ventilated; (iv) have an adequate supply 
of wholesome water laid on for all pur- 


Improving Accom- 
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poses inside the dwelling; (v) be provided 
with efficient and adequate means of 
supplying hot water for domestic pur- 
poses; (vi) have an internal or otherwise 
readily accessible water closet; (vii) have 
a fixed bath, preferably in a separate 
room; (viii) be provided with a sink or 
sinks and with suitable arrangements for 
the disposal of waste water; (ix) be pro- 
vided with facilities for domestic washing, 
including a copper, preferably in a sep- 
arate room; (x) have a proper drainage 
system; (xi) be provided with adequate 
points for artificial lighting in each room; 
(xii) be provided with adequate facilities 
for heating each habitable room; (xiii) 
have satisfactory facilities for preparing 
and cooking food; (xiv) have a well- 
ventilated larder or food store; (xv) have 
proper provision for the storage of fuel; 
and (xvi) have a satisfactorily surfaced 
path to outbuildings and convenient 
access from a street to the back door. 

No application for the grant will be 
entertained except from a person who is 
a freeholder or who holds a lease with a 
term which has at least 30 years still to 
run. 

Application may be made not only in 
respect of a single house but in respect 
of several houses, but in the latter case 
the estimate of the expenses must show 
how much is allocated towards the 
cost of work for each house. The 
authority will not necessarily accept the 
amount which the applicant himself 
states to be the cost of the work. It will 
be for them to decide the proper sum, 
and the amount which is thus provided 
by the authority is referred to in the Act 
as the “ approved expense.” 

Furthermore, applications for the grant 
will be entertained only if the estimated 
cost of the work in respect of each house 
is not less than £100—or more than £600, 
though in certain circumstances _ this 
maximum limit may be exceeded with the 
Minister’s consent. 

The amount of the grant may not 
generally exceed more than half of the 
estimated cost of the work. The grant 
will be paid either on completion of the 
work or in instalments from time to 
time as the work progresses, but if it is 
payable in instalments, the aggregate of 
the instalments cannot exceed one half 
of the aggregate cost of the works ex- 
ecuted up to date. 


Statutory Restrictions. 


Where an advance is made the pro- 
perty will immediately become subject to 
a number of restrictions which will en- 
dure for a period of 20 years. 

These restrictions will be registered as 
local land charges in the registry so that 
any person dealing with the property will 
be able to ascertain if the property is 
subject to any such restrictions. 

Rent. The authority will fix the maxi- 
mum rent which will be charged in re- 
spect of any new dwelling house which is 
thus provided and any improved dwelling 
which has not been let as a dwelling dur- 
ing the five years preceding the date of 
the application. 

In cases where the authority are not 
empowered to fix the maximum rent 
themselves the rent may not exceed that 
at which the house was last let before the 
improvement works, plus 6 per cent. of 
the approved expense of executing them. 

Where such maximum rent is fixed no 
higher rent can be charged while the re- 
strictions are in operation. 

User. The property may only be 
used as a private dwelling house. If it 
is to be used for any other purpose the 
consent of the local authority will be 
necessary. 
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Premium, Fine, ete. No fine or pre- 
mium may be charged in respect of the 
house. 

Maintenance. The property must be 
kept in all respects fit for human habita- 
tion. 

Penalties for Breaches of Conditions. 
If any of these statutory conditions are 
not observed the owner of the house will 
be liable to certain penalties. He will 
be bound to repay the authority a pro- 
portionate part of the grant for the re- 
mainder of the period of 20 years which 
has still to run as at the date of breach, 
together with compound interest. 

These penalties, however, may be sus- 
pended by the local authority where the 
condition broken is one which is capable 
of being remedied, provided of course it 
is duly remedied. On the other hand, in 
the case of a breach which is not capable 
of being remedied and which is not due 
to the act, default or connivance of the 
owner, the authority may, with the 
Minister’s consent, waive the penalty 
altogether. 


Repayment of Improvement Grants. 


An owner of a house in respect of 
which an improvement grant has been 
obtained may free the property from 
these statutory conditions by repaying 
the appropriate portion of the grant. The 
amount will be calculated in the same 
way as if the owner had committed a 
breach of the statutory conditions; in 
other words it will be necessary to repay 
the proportion of the grant relating to 
the balance of the 20-year period which 
has still to run as at that date together 
with compound interest thereon. 

Where an improvement grant has been 
granted, no further improvement grant 
will be obtainable in respect of the 
conversion of the property in question, 
but in such a case the owner may still 
be able to obtain a further improvement 
grant if he desires to execute any further 
improvements to the property. 

If further works of improvement are 
executed to the property and no further 
grant is obtainable, the owner will be 
entitled to increase the maximum rent, 
which sum may not exceed 8 per cent. of 
the proper cost of executing the further 


works. 


Amendments of 1945 Act. 

In conclusion, one should note the im- 
portant amendments which are made to 
the Building Materials and Housing Act, 
1945. That Act, it will be Tecollected, 
imposed restrictions on the price and rent 
of houses which were built under a build- 
ing licence imposing a limitation on such 
price or rent. That Act has now been 
extended for another four years, so that 
control will be continued until December 
20, 1953. Furthermore, the Act extends 
control to houses in course of construc- 
tion and to buildings of any kind which 
are converted or are in course of con- 
version into houses or flats under the 
authority of a building licence, In such 
cases, moreover, if any part of the work 
of the construction is under licence, the 
whole of the work will be regarded as be- 
ing under the authority of the licence, so 
that in such a case equally the price and 
rent will be subject to control. 

If any additional works are done to 
such a house after it has been built or 
constructed, then the owner may, On ap- 
plication to the local authority, obtain 
consent to increase the maximum selling 
price and rent. The amount of the in- 
crease will be determined in such a case 
by the authority. 
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BOOK REVIEWS 


THE PLANNING AND EQUIPMENT OF PUBLIC 
Houses. By Francis W. B. Yorke, 
F.R.I.B.A. (London: The Architectural 
Press.) Price 21s. net. 


DurINnG the great building boom be- 
tween the wars, which in these frugal 
times we are apt to recall fondly and 
rather enviously, great progress was 
made in the design and equipment of 
public houses. The frequent illustration 
of examples of current work in the pro- 
fessional Press showed that a revolution 
was taking place in this class of build- 
ing; as the late Basil Oliver said, public 
houses had at last to be considered as 
“serious architecture.” He himself re- 
corded progress and illustrated many 
excellent buildings in his book, “The 
Renaissance of the English Public 
House,” published rather more than two 
ears ago; and the literature of the sub- 
ject is now further enriched by the book 
under notice, by Mr. Francis W. B. Yorke, 
himself an architect of great experience 
in this class of work. In writing this, 
it was not his intention to write a history 
of the inn, nor to trace its evolution 
through the last 300 or 400 years, “ but 
to place before the reader in concise form 
the requirements and regulations which 
should determine and govern the plan- 
ning and equipment of the modern inn.” 
In this object he has succeeded admirably, 
giving in eight chapters (under the head- 
ings Procedure; The Site; Planning; Pub- 
lic Rooms and Lavatories; Service and 
Administration; Living Accommodation 
and Accessory Outbuildings; Equipment 
and Indoor Games; and Signs and Out- 
door Lighting, with five appendices on 
Tables (measures and accommodation); 
Progress Charting; Schedule of Propor- 
tionate Costs; Notes on Preservation; and 
Licensing Planning (Temporary Provi- 
sions) Acts, 1945 and 1946), a corpus of 
practical information that must make 
this book an indispensable work of refer- 
ence to all concerned with the design of 
public houses. The only inadequate chap- 
ter is the one on “Signs and Outdoor 
Lighting,” which illustrates only four 
examples of signs and shows none of the 
“purpose-painted” signs which have 
added so distinctive a note to so many 
houses in recent years; but in other re- 
spects the book is profusely illustrated, 
chiefly by plans of buildings of varying 
size, layout and accommodation. One is 
impressed with the ingenuity shown by 
the numerous architects in planning these 
buildings, many of which have awkward 
or restricted sites. The section entitled 


“Some Recent Public Houses” (photo-. 


graphs, plans and descriptive notes) might 
have been fuller with advantage, and one 
notes with regret that no fewer than nine 
of the thirteen examples shown, excellent 
as they are, are also to be found in Basil 
Oliver’s book. Some equally attractive 
alternative examples would have been 
appreciated by possessors of both books. 

Mr. Clough Williams-Ellis contributes 
a lively Foreword, in which he concén- 
trates on the human rather than the prac- 
tical side of inns, stressing the importance 
of getting the right atmosphere in 
ensemble and giving some shrewd tips on 
the art of hotel keeping, which are of 
particular value, coming as they do from 
one who is himself not only an architect 
but also a licensed victualler and a 
director and chairman of hotel com- 
panies. It is upon its architectural 
“atmosphere” that the prosperity of a 
house may well depend, and in this 
respect there are admittedly some modern 
buildings that. miss the mark. Stream- 


lining and chromium plate can be over- 
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done; something that gives an atmésphere 
of homely comfort is preferable to most 
people and therefore one is not surprised 
to find that houses of traditional type are 
often the most successful and satisfac- 


- tory. Whether one should go as far back 


for inspiration as the “George” at Glas- 
tonbury (circa 1489, and at one time a 
monastic building), as one architect has 
done, is perhaps open to argument; the 
atmosphere is rather too ecclesiastical. 
We recall going into the “ George” some 
years ago when by a coincidence an organ 
Tecital was being broadcast; and the reli- 
gious atmosphere thus heightened made 
us for a moment uncertain whether our 
own devotions should be liquid or spiri- 
tual. At the same time, we trust that 
there may be no return to the Victorian 
gin palace, in which some of our esthetes 
are now beginning to find hitherto unsus- 
pected charms. Something traditional 
but not too historically evocative is 
probably best. When public-house build- 
ing begins again architects may safely 
turn to this book for practical guidance.

THE COMPLETE LAW OF TOWN AND 

COUNTRY PLANNING. By H. A, Hill. 

Fourth Edition. (Butterworth and Co.) 

85s. net (post 1s. 6d.). 

Tuis, the fourth edition of a well- 
known work, can be said, as far as is 
possible in the case of a law treatise, to 
justify its title. Whereas editors of many 
text-books on the same subject published 
the text of the 1947 Act soon after its 
appearance on the Statute Book, and have 
followed it up later with a supplementary 
volume containing the many regulations, 
etc., made by the Minister under the 
Act, the present volume has incorporated 
them, and any not available in time to 
permit mention of their full effect in the 
notes to the Sections are included under 
the title of Subordinate Legislation in 
Division 7 of the book. 

The claim to completeness is further 
ustified by the inclusion of the earlier 
own and Country Planning Acts of 
1925, 1932, 1943 and 1944, as well as the 
Restriction of Ribbon Development Acts. 
As is pointed out in the preface, these 
Acts must remain important as long as 
contraventions of the Law contained in 
them can be enforced under the new Act. 
Again, though there is some justification 
for regarding acquisition of Jand as a 
subject in itself, Division 6 of the work 
contains the Acquisition of Land 
(Authorisation Procedure) Act, 1946, and 
relevant sections of the Lands Clauses 
Act, 1945, and the Acquisition of Land 
(Assessment of Compensation), Act, 
1919. The new Lands Tribunal Act, 
1949, was too late for inclusion, but it is 
intended to issue this Act and regula- 
tions made under it, in a supplement to 
be inserted in a pocket provided. 

This book is primarily one for lawyers, 
but tt is also a complete reference work 
for architects, surveyors and builders, and 
others particularly affected by the new 
Code of Planning Law. In this connec- 
tion, of the greatest interest and impor- 
tance is Division 8, containing official 
circulars and memoranda and the -useful 
bulletin of selected appeal decisions (with 
the contents of some of which our readers 
have already been made familiar). 

As in previous editions a full table of 
cases and a very complete index are pro- 
vided. Though text-books on the new 
planning codes are now many, it can be 
asserted with some truth that the law of 
town and country planning can never be 
complete, in the full sense of the word, 
until certain difficult and complicated 
points have been decided in our courts 
of law, and these decisions recorded. 
Also, there is a growing mass of opinion 
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that an amending Act is not impossible 
in the near future; but these are matters 
that in no way detract from our full ap- 
preciation of a valuable and noteworthy 
work.

THE work to which the present volume 
is a supplement has previously been re- 
viewed (and commended) in these pages. 
The issue of 2 large number of Statutory 
Instruments has, naturally, rendered this 
new book necessary to bring the subject 
up to date, and the two works have been 
“married” by a reference to the pages 
of the main volume in the table of con- 
tents. 

Part III of the volume, we notice, con- 
tains a formidable list of Addenda (now 
Errata), hence, to obtain complete under- 
standing of the law, the main volume and 
the present one must be_ consulted 
together. This, though unavoidable, may 
prove somewhat irritating to a busy prac- 
titioner consulting the work. Even so, no 
completeness of the present law can yet 
be claimed by any book for, no doubt, 
there will be amending regulations in 
the future. Also, it is safe to say that the 
main interest of thousands of people in 
the complicated 1947 Act is the appear- 
ance in the future of the Treasury Scheme 
which is to govern payments (in stock} 
due to them out of the £300m. fund. 

The present volume omits (with one or 
two exceptions) the many circulars and 
memoranda issued by the Minister, but 
it is claimed that due effect has been 
given to these in the preparation of the 
introductory notes and annotations to the 
regulations included. 

The main features of the new Lands 
Tribunal Act and the new legislation re- 
lating to national parks and access to 
the countryside have been noted in the 
preface. 

Users of the main volume particularly 
will need the supplement and en that 
assumption the index has been prepared 
to cover both, in order to assist easy 
reference.

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The Mechanisation of Small Building Jobs 
The Work of the M.o.W. Field Test Unit 


WOME of the research work being car- 

ried out by the Ministry of Works 
Field Test Unit, Thatched Barn, with the 
object of assisting the building industry 
in the mechanisation of small jobs was 
described by Mr. J. F. Eben, B.Sc., 
A.M.I.Mech.E., in the course of an illus- 
trated lecture given at the Royal Institute 
of British Architects on December 14. 

Mr. Eden began by emphasising the 
need for an increased degree of mechan- 
isation on building sites and said : 

We are all concerned, or should be, 
about the cost of building to-day. The 
cost of building a house, for instance, 
has more than doubled since the war. 
Some of this increase is attributable to 
an increase in the size of houses now be- 
ing built and to the improved standards 
of construction, finish and equipment, 
but rises in the cost of materials, labour, 
overheads and profits, and plant have all 
contributed. the major factors respon- 
sible for the increased labour cost appear 
to be a general decline in productivity 
and, of course, increased wage rates. The 
proper use of ‘the right type of machines 
can reduce labour costs and speed the 
tempo of building work. We are now 
spending considerably more in building 
houses than we can afford to pay in rent, 
and the Government has to subsidise. 
Whereas before the war a workman could 
buy a house with two or three years’ 
wages if he could do so now, it would 
cost him five or six years’ work to pay 
for it. This position would not get any 
better if wages were increased, without 
a very considerable extra amount of work 
per- individual. On the other hand an 
all-round decrease in wages would merely 
mean less to be spent in rent. No, the 
only answer is more output per man, 
much more output; so much more, in- 
deed, that even a large amount of extra 
physical effort for the same pay would 
not be enough, although it would help. 
This is why we are interested in mechan- 
isation—in my opinion the only way in 
which we can hope to get a major in- 
crease in output per individual without 
the individual suffering in consequence. 

There are two main arguments ad- 
vanced against mechanisation for the in- 
dustry. One is that it may tend to throw 
people out of work. I do not think this 
bears close examination. It is not a 
factor which has been evident in the 
long run in other industries. | Moreover, 
there is a much greater danger of men 
being thrown out of work because the 
cost of building is so high that we cannot 
afford to pay for it. 

Secondly, it has been advanced that 
mechanisation takes the soul out of build- 
ing, destroys the crafts. I would sug- 
gest rather that it creates new crafts and, 
in most cases, advances the status of the

individual worker and decreases drud- 
gery, because in the main, and in any 
case at the start, it is the unskilled trades 
which are principally affected. 


How to Mechanise. 


What do we mean by mechanisation? 
There is a great deal more to the matter 
than the development or provision of 
new machines. Experience in the use of 
building machines used to-day shows 
that they will only perform their function, 
that of saving labour without an increase 
in cost, in certain conditions. Machines 
only save labour and money when they 
are working. While they are idle they 
cost money. 

Much building work consists of small 
items of work dispersed over a wide area, 
and carried out with time intervals be- 
tween them. If we are going to mechan- 
ise them some attempt must be made to 
bring them together. Let us take for 
example the building of a house. If we 
can see where most of the work is car- 
ried out, it may assist us in determining 
the most promising fields for mechanisa- 
tion.

Fig. 1 summarises the results in great 
detail of observing the building of large 
numbers of traditional houses all over 
the country. The labour expended has 
been summarised under main _ headings, 
and all the work, with the exception of 
drainage, site preparation and work on 
the gardens, has been included. The 
immense variation in labour expenditure 
from site to site will be noted, indicating 
perhaps that traditional methods are not 
quite so cut and dried as is sometimes 
supposed. 

The construction of the shell is the 
biggest single component, when we in- 
clude, as has been done here, the plaster- 
ing of the walls. Other expensive com- 
ponents are the foundations and the roof, 
but floors, heating, plumbing and other 
services are not really big items. 

We have the same picture in Fig, 2 
under trades. This is interesting because 
it shows the enormous amount of work 
done by the unskilled trades. From the 
point of view of mechanisation, this is 
particularly interesting, as it is well known 
that the simple operations are most readily 
mechanised. 


Weight of Materials. 


What do the general labourers do? 
A large part of the work is in the handling 
of materials. Fig. 3 shows how much 
they have to handle. The total weights 
of material handled in a pair of brick 
semi-detached houses adds up to the 
enormous figure of 378 tons. Much of

this weight has to be lifted or moved more 
than once, and if one included these repe- 
titions, the total weight would be more 
like 1,200 tons. 1,200 tons of materials 
are lifted or carried manually during the 
building of a pair of small houses. We 
surely need machines for this, and it 
would appear, on the face of it, that there 
is enough work for machines here. But 
it is not very simple. Most of the work. 
is not at the moment continuous, but 
broken up into small operations of short 
duration. This is a major difficulty in 
mechanising a great deal of building work, 
and is not by any means confined to 
housing. 

If we look at one such operation—con- 
creting—we can get an idea of what 
happens in practice. Any job of work, 
wherever it is done, and whoever it is 
done by, can be divided into three parts: 
preparation, actual performance, and 
clearing up afterwards. 

The more machines are used, the more 
preparation work and clearing up there 
will be (Fig. 4). For them to operate 
successfully the work therefore must be as 
continuous as possible. Both builder and 
architect are deeply concerned in this 
process, and a very large measure of co- 
operation is required. 

Under present circumstances, the 
impetus must come from the builder. We 
cannot hope to do much towards further 
mechanisation without altering our 
methods. Here plant designers and manu- 
facturers cannot help very much, it is up 
to those in the building industry. I do 
not think I can emphasise this point too 
strongly. The design, organisation and 
sequence of work from start to finish of 
traditional work have been evolved over a 
long period of time as those best suited 
to manual methods, and this organisation 
and sequence only holds good as long as 
traditional methods are employed. When 
machines are introduced the whole process 
must come ,under review. ; 

As an example of the way in which 
design can affect the use of a machine,

Fig. 5 shows what actually happened on 
two housing sites where concrete houses 
were being built with a crane. The lines 
represent the crane movements to build 
the shells of nine pairs of houses. The 
architect in each case had started off with 
the idea of building houses with a crane, 
but in the first case the organisation 
problem in keeping the expensive crane 
busy had not been properly considered. On 
this site the crane took 1,173 hours to build 
50 houses; on the second site it took 760 
hours to build 54 houses. The idle time 
of the crane on the first site was 410 
hours against 64 hours on the second. 
Consider the problems of the foreman on 
the first site, as against those of the fore- 
man on the second, bearing in mind that 
the sequence of following trades would be 
largely determined by the path of the 
crane. Note also that on the first site, 
where there were five distinct crane opera- 
tions, separated by necessary periods of 
time while concrete set in grouted joints, 
it was necessary to have more than 15 
blocks on the go in order to complete 
nine pairs. On the second site the crane 
had only one visit to each block, and the 
ninth shell was completed before the tenth 
was started. 

This is a case where the men on the 
site could do little to remedy the state of 
affairs at the time, and the house needs

been able to consult the architect at an 
earlier stage, while the house was on the 
drawing board, he could have done a 
great deal towards ensuring that the house 
was built more cheaply, providing, of 
course, that he understood the principles 
involved in the use of plant. 

The builder can make a start by trying 
to reduce the number of separate opera- 
tions. Whenever, for instance, two con- 
creting jobs can be made to follow on 
and so become one job, there will be an 
immediate saving in preparation time, and 
a better chance for using machines effec- 
tively. In many cases this can be done 
without alteration in design needing the 
consent of architects, it will be merely a 
matter of doing things in a slightly dif- 
ferent way. In many other cases the 
builder will be able to point out to the 
architect, or his representative, how small 
changes in design will ensure the better 
use of machines. 

Before considering any individual 
examples it may be worth while at this 
point to consider briefly the general 
characteristics of the type of machines 
required for the class of work being 
considered. 

Of paramount importance is the ques- 
tion of mobility; since the work is dis- 
persed, the machine must be capable of 
quick and cheap movement. This applies 
from site to site as well as on the site. 
Secondly, since we are up against the 
problem connected with design—the fact 
that work is often broken up _ into 
small units separated by time  inter- 
vals—low capital cost is a_ great 
help, since it may not be possible to avoid 
considerable periods of idle time. I do 
not want to stress the point too much 
because it is in many cases economically 
possible to have an expensive machine 
idle for considerable periods; providing it 
does a sufficient quantity of useful work 
during its life, it does not really matter 
from a cost point of view whether it does 
it in one day or 500. Arising from these 
points is a third; the advantage of having 
a machine which will perform a number 
of jobs. This is how the farmer over- 
comes a similar problem. Instead of hav- 
ing a ploughing machine, a harrowing 
machine and a threshing machine, he has 
one machine, the tractor, with a number 
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of attachments which greatly increase the 
amount of work he can do with it. Among 
larger building tools, the universal exca- 
vator is a case in point. 


House Foundations and Floors, 


Fig. 6 shows the traditional house foun- 
dation as constructed before the war. 
Fig. 7 shows how the object is often 
designed nowadays with solid ground 
floors. Fig. 8 suggests a design more suit- 
able for mechanical plant. This will be 
easier to mechanise because all the con- 
creting is done in one operation. Both 
as regards digging and concreting, the best 
results will be obtained if all the foun- 
dations on the site can be constructed in 
close sequence one after another. Where 
there is a large number to do—say more 
than 30 pairs on the site—a large tren- 
cher can be used economically to dig the 
footings. Smaller sites can be done in 
this way if conditions are favourable— 
such as that the trenches required are 
deep, that there are drain trenches which 
can be dug at the same time, or that the 
machine’s base is near the site. There 
is, however, a great need for a small and 
cheaper machine for this purpose. De- 
velopments have been proceeding along 
several lines at the Field Test Unit, and 
a small trencher constructed to the speci- 
fication of the Unit by a well-known 
firm of plant manufacturers is now under- 
going tests and it is hoped that it will be 
in production shortly. (The trencher was 
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Fig. 7.—Typical post-war traditional 
house foundation. 


illustrated in The Builder, November 18, 
1949.) 

Fig. 9 shows a mock-up built at the 
Field Test Unit which demonstrated that 
it would be possible to construct a small 
back-acter and crane at a reasonable cost. 
This machine had an 8 h.p. engine and 
developed ample power for digging @ 
22 in. wide trench to depths of 5 ft. at a 
rate of 5-6 cu. yd. per hour. 

Another development is the mechanical 
earth auger (Fig. 10). The seasonal mois- 
ture movement in clay soils often causes 
movement and cracks unless the founda- 
tions are taken deep. In these circum- 
stances, a trench foundation of the normal 
design becomes expensive, and the Build- 
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suitable for mechanisation.

ing Research Station has suggested that 
in such cases a cheaper and more satis- 
factory method might be to support the 
house on piles made by boring holes and 
filling them with concrete. The machine 
illustrated was developed by the Field 
Test Unit for this purpose and was re- 
cently used to bore some 250 holes for a 
school foundation near Barnet — a job 
which attracted considerable interest. It 
bores 12-in. or 14-in. diameter holes up to 
8 ft. deep at the rate of 1 foot a minute, 
and is self-propelled at slow speeds over 
bad ground. 

Great progress has been made in the 
last two years on the subject of placing 
concrete in house foundations and floors. 
It may be of interest first of all to con- 
sider the method of placing the concrete 
with wheelbarrows. An examination of 
the process as carried out during the 
building of some 800 houses on 20-30 
sites discloses that output per man on 
this class of work varies enormously, but 
is always low, the variation from site to 
site in those observed, where practically 
identical operations were being carried 
out, being from .11 to 37 cu. yd. per 
man-hour, and averaging about .22. In 
terms of labour and plant cost, this means 
a variation from about 10s. to 27s. per 
cu. yd. 

In the course of the development of a 
number of different types of special equip- 
ment for concreting on these small jobs, 
which will be described later, it became 
necessary to find out the gang constitu- 
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tion and methods giving the greatest effi- 
ciency with wheelbarrowing teams in 
order to obtain some better comparison 
when new plant was being tested. A 
number of method studies were made of 
wheelbarrow gangs at work placing con- 
crete, and from the details of them it 
was possible to ascertain the outputs and 
basic costs of different gangs under deter- 
mined conditions. Quite apart from the 
value of these results as standards, con- 
clusions can be drawn from them which 
can be applied directly on any site. 

The average 10/7 mixer, if not delayed, 
is capable of turning out a batch of 
7 ou. ft. of concrete every 23 min., and 
then allows the materials to. be in the 
drum for about two minutes. To keep 
up this pace, the size of the loading gang 
depends on a number of circumstances 
such as the design of mix, the methods 
used to measure the materials and the 
situation of materials in relation to the 
mixer. 

With the simple methods normally em- 
ployed, a three-man team is capable of 
loading at this rate if an all-in aggregate 
is used. When wheelbarrows are used to 
take away the concrete, the team can 
often be reduced to two men. This is be- 
cause the use of wheelbarrows seriously 
delays the mixer so that with the average 
mixer it is impossible without inadequate 
mixing to attain a batch cycle time of 
much less than 3} minutes. This has no- 
thing to do with how hard the men work 
or how many barrowmen are used. The

capacity of a wheelbarrow carrying con- 
crete is about 1} cu. ft., and each takes 
about 4 minute to fill at the mixer. Six 
barrow loads will therefore be required to 
discharge 7 cu. ft. from a 10/7 mixer, and 
this will take 14 minutes, whereas, if the 
mixer were not delayed in this way, it 
could discharge its load in about half a 
minute. This is illustrated in Fig 11. The 
inevitable delay in the mixer cycle time 
means a reduction in output of about 
35 per cent. 

Coming now to consider the size of the 
wheelbarrowing team, it is clear that fur- 
ther delays will take place if the wheei- 
barrows are not filled up smartly, one 
after another. The only way to ensure 
this for runs longer than about 10 yards 
is to have six barrowmen each making 
one journey per batch. Such a team 
would be able to make very long jour- 
neys from the mixer without increasing 
the cycle time of 33 minutes. Since there 
are six barrow loads to take away, there 
are only two other teams which need be 
considered. Two men woutd each have 
to make three journeys and may be 
ignored for practical purposes with the 
size of mixer. With three men, each 
making two journeys, the first man has 
to be back by the time the third barrow is 
filled if no further delays to the mixer 
ate to occur. At a normal barrowing 
speed this means a maximum run of 
about 8 yards away from the mixer. 

Speed and output are, however, not the 
only considerations. The  six-barrow-

man team is a large one and it is actually 
cheaper to use a three-barrowmen team on 
longer runs, though the output, of course, 
is decreased. (See Figs. 12 and 13.) 

It is clear, therefore, that with a 10/7 
mixer, not overloaded, three barrowmen 
should be used for short runs and six for 
Jong runs. This conclusion is indepen- 
dent of the time of mix or how hard the 
men work. How hard the men work will 
only determine the length of run at which 
it is cheaper or quicker to change from 
three barrowmen to six. 

In order to apply these conclusions on 
a site, a good team can be organised as 
follows. Start with the mixer and deter- 
mine the length of time in the drum 
necessary to ensure a good mix. This 
may be two minutes. Determine the size 
of batch input to achieve a batch output 
of 7 cu. ft. Do not overload it—it may 
cause bad mixing and will introduce 
organisational problems which are im- 
possible to solve, and so nothing is 
gained. Arrange the loading gang to 
work to a cycle time for about 14 minutes 
longer than the material is mixed in the 
drum. Put in three barrowmen to start 
with and watch the gap between the 
third and fourth barrow while the team 
is working. If this is too long, put in 
three more barrowmen. 


Other Methods. 


Within the last two years a number of 
special machines have been developed to

and swings round the 
mixer as a pivot, the 
other end being sup- 
ported on wheels. A 
skip carrying 7 cu. ft. of concrete runs 
along the bottom flange. This apparatus 
weighs about 600 lb. and can be moved 
from one block to another and set up 
ready for use by a team of eight or six 
men in half-hour. . 

During a site trial, five men mixed and 
placed 22 cu. yards concrete in 4 hours 
19 minutes, including all delays and ancil- 
lary work. Of this time, 1} hours was 
spent moving the mixer and boom. This 
is at the rate of 1 cu. yd. per man hour 
inclusive. The cost of labour and plant 
was under 4s. per cu. yard. This apparatus 
is now being manufactured. Its operating 
costs should not amount to more than 2s. 
per hour even if used for only 600 hours 
per year. (The boom was illustrated and 
described in The Builder, December 16, 
1949.) ‘ 

This prototype (Fig. 14) was constructed 
at the Field Test Unit with the idea of 
providing a cheap machine for the small 
man. After trials it was handed over to 
a manufacturer, who produced the 
machine at a cost which, assuming that it 
works for 1,000 hours per year, shows the 
operating cost to be 1s. 9d. per hour. On 
a site trial concreting oversite seven men 
placed 30 cu. yards of concrete in 84 hours 
at a cost of 6s. 7d. per cu. yard. Of this 
time, 31 per cent. was not directly produc- 
tive. This machine will only travel over 
soft ground if mesh is used, but this is a 


simple business to lay. ; ;

barrow from M.o.W. Field Test Unit. 
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15 was developed at ‘the Field Test Unit 
and is by way of being a multi-purpose 
machine. Equipped witn a concreting skip 
and dozer blaae, it can travel over any 
ground, spread spoil, push aggregates 
nearer the mix, besides handling concrete 
hardcore and other materials. It has con- 
siderable traction power though only 
equipped with a small-size engine, and wii! 
tow a mixer about the site, or a trailer. 
On a site trial five men, with a 10/7 
mixer and this machine, placed 36 cu. 
yds. of concrete in house footings, besides 
spreading the spoil around two blocks, 
in a period of eight hours, including all 
delays, tea breaks, etc. The cost was 
Ss. 4d. per cu. yd. of labour and plant. 


Handling Bricks and Mortar. 

Another example which might be 
quoted is that of handling bricks and 
mortar on small jobs. For this operation 
a number of mobile hoists and elevators 
have recently been placed on the market. 
It is worth while considering their uses on 
a housing site, for getting bricks and 
mortar to the bricklayer. 

The main feature of these new hoists 
and elevators is that they are mobile, and 
can be set up very quickly. In order to 
make the best use of them they must use 
this attribute to the full. If, however, 
they are to be used for distributing bricks 
and mortar they need some other device 
for moving the materials on the ground 
and on the scaffold. There are a number 
of trucks on the market for this purpose. 

The important point to note is that the 
outputs which can be achieved, with a 
properly arranged team, with all this 
equipment is very much higher than jis 
required for serving the bricklayers on 
one pair of houses. Even if there were 
eight bricklayers working on the pair, 
they could not expect them to lay, on the 
average, more than 800 bricks per hour, 
and a more usual figure would be about 
400. The outputs achieved with the 
combination of hoist and truck are any- 
thing up to seven times this amount. If 
therefore, the hoist and elevator is used in 
the way stationary hoists would be used, 
or the team works in the same way as hod 
carriers do, that is, it is kept at one pair 
of houses until the brickwork there is 
finished, the equipment will be working 
at a very reduced capacity, and it will 
be very expensive. 

The mobility of the hoist enables an- 
other and better method to be used. It 
can be put in the charge of a team of 
men, whose job it is to serve bricks and 
mortar to a number of blocks. The 
team should move the equipment from 
block to block, stacking materials on the 
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prototype track-laying concreting 
vehicle.

scaffolding in advance of the bricklayers’ 
requirements. 

The equipment should be chosen on 
the basis of the total number of bricks 
required per hour on the whole site. The 
team should be trained, and drilled to 
move the equipment as quickly as possible 
from spot to spot and set it up. With 
good equipment this can be done by the 
team in five to ten minutes, without any 
difticulty. 

In Fig. 16 are some estimates of the 
cost of handling bricks and mortar by 
various mechanical methods. The cost, 
of course, varies with the amount of work 
to be done by the equipment in its life. 
If this is assumed to be three years, and 
the equipment reckoned is operated by a 
builder building 25 houses per year, this 
would represent a total number of bricks 
of about 14 million. Under these cir- 
cumstances one should expect to be able 
to handle the bricks with mortar for 
about 14s. 6d. per thousand by several 
methods. If twice the number of houses 
are built, or the equipment lasts for six 
years, it may be expected to get down to 
about 12s. per thousand. These figures 
may be compared with typical manual 
handling at to-day’s outputs and prices 
of about 18s. to £1. It should be noted 
a these figures include the mortar as 
well. 

Coming now to consider aspects of the 
design of plant for small jobs, it is evi- 
dent that if the builder is to make the best 
use of plant on these small jobs, the 
characteristics of the plant he requires 
ate as follows :— 

(1) Mobility, so that the plant can 
be quickly moved from job to job and 
be kept busy. 

(2) Cheapness, so that idle time is 
not expensive. 

(3) Machines which can be used for 
a number of purposes. 

_High output is only a secondary con- 
sideration. We have been trying at the 
Field Test Unit to develop machines 
along these lines. It is. in many cases, 
difficult to design machines which are 
cheap enough to carrv out economically 
the small jobs of work which often have 
to be done. We think that this idea of 
multi-purposes tools is a promising one. It 
is an idea which is greatly used in agri- 
culture, where the farmer is supplied 
with one tractor and a number of imple- 
ments to do a variety of jobs. A very 
useful example in the building industry 
is the universal excavator, which can do 
three or four types of digging, and also 
can be used as a crane. 


Conclus-on. 

In conclusion the speaker said: If we 
are to mechanise small jobs successfully, 
we must study both the design of work, 
and the organisation and sequence of 
jobs on the site. We must endeavour 
to provide as far as possible a continu- 
ous sequence of work for the machine 
with few interruptions. Similar jobs 
must be made to follow on, one afte! 
the other. 

Further, designs must be studied be- 
fore going on to the site. so that plans 
of action can be worked out beforehanc, 
and where alterations in design can be 
seen which would enable better use to 
be made of machines, they must be 
brought to the notice of the architects 
or their representatives as early as pos- 
sible. 

The machines required should be 
mobile, cheap, and if possible do more 
than one job.

Squeaking Stairs 
Q.—I am shortly to. move into a house 
which is 14 years old. The surveyor has 
given a good report on the constructional 
conditions. However, about five or six 
stairs squeak, and I would like to over- 
come this. There is a cupboard under 
the stairs of the type common to this 
kind of property. Any assistance you 

can give me will be appreciated.

A.—Squeaking is probably due to the 
glue being used sparingly in manufacture. 
It may be that when the wood dried out 
it pulled away from the gluing, and the 
squeaking is caused by the rubbing of 
loose members, either in the case of the 
rebate on the riser which fits|into the 
groove of the tread, or, what) is more 
likely, the scotia moulding under the 
nosing of the tread. Squeaking takes 
place when the weight of a person comes 
on the tread. I suggest an overhaul of 
the tread and riser. Glue the loose mem- 
bers and insert nails or, preferably, screws. 
where necessary. The loose joints should 
be well cleaned before regluing, and 
remove any surplus glue from faces of the 
timber. Use thin screws, otherwise the 
riser, which is usually not more than 
three-quarter inch thick, may split. See 
that the blocks in the angles are properly 
fixed and glued, and take notice that the 
wedges are secure and in the string. The 
staircase may also require a centre 
“ carriage-piece ” of 4 in. by 2 in,, to take 
the strain. This is sometimes omitted and 
extra strain is thereby placed on weak 


treads.

Damp Bungalow 


Q.—My bungalow is now 15 months 
old. During the winter months, if the 
weather is muggy, the corner of one of 
the bedrooms shows up damp, and takes 
on a film of moisture or sweat. A ward- 
robe standing near the corner also gets 
a film of moisture on its polished surface, 
while underneath a slight mildew appears. 
There is no fireplace in the bedroom, and 
damp patches only show up in clammy or 
muggy weather. Some of the patches are 
several feet above floor level, but the wall 
between them and the floor is dry, so it 
doesn’t seem to be dampcourse trouble. 
Do you think it may be due to lack of 
ventilation or condensation of some sort, 
or is the building damp? R. R. R. 


A.—I suggest that the bungalow, being 
only 15 months old, if brick built with 
solid walls, is not by any means dry, and 
on damp days, when humidity is high, 
largely through change of temperature, it 
is possible that fine water particles collect 
on the surface of the walls, particularly 
on a washable distemper or oil paint. The 
remedy we suggest is to insert near the 
ceiling a 9 in. by 9 in. iron grating out- 
side, of L.C.C. pattern; on the inside a 
9 in. by 9 in. louvre-pattern ventilator: 
above the skirting on the floor carry out 
the same treatment. The casement win- 
dow should also be provided with a fan- 
light and always be slightly open. The 
ventilators described above should be on 
external walls only. 

With regard to the question of damp- 
course, this should be exposed on the out- 
side, and not covered up with garden soil. 
New buildings for the first two years 
should have the walls and ceilings finished 
with size-bound distemper. This can then 
be washed off and more permanent 
decoration installed. All rooms that have 
no fireplaces should be ventilated, and that 
more or less of a permanent nature.

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WELDING IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 
London Builders’ Foremen’s Meeting 
TALK on “ Welding in the Building 
Industry” was given by Mr. 


OLIVER R. COLBERT, M.R.San.I., 
A.M.LStruct.E., at a recent meeting of the 


London’ Builders’ Foremen’s  Asso- 
ciation. 
Mr. Colbert began by saying that 


welding was now used extensively in 
building work. Many articles, such as 
metal window frames, were prefabricated 
im the manufacturers’ workshop, but 
welding was often carried out on the site. 
There were two main processes, electric 
welding and gas welding. 

Electric welding was mainly employed 
in factories and power from the mains 
was necessary unless a portable generator 
could be provided. The process had a 
decided advantage where the work was 
continuous or of a heavy nature, such as 
structural steelwork, but it was_ less 
economical and convenient for _inter- 
mittent site work. The job was earthed, 
a flux-coated electrode being connected 
to a lead from the positive side of the 
current regulator. 


Oxy-acetylene Welding. 

Oxy-acetylene welding was usually 
employed for site work, the oxygen be- 
ing compressed into round-bottomed 
black cylinders and the acetylqne being 
dissolved in flat-bottomed maroon cyl- 
inders containing acetone and kapok or 
charcoal. Oxy-coal gas or oxy-hydrogen 
was sometimes used in plumbers’ shops 
for lead-burning. Of the oxy-acetylene 
process, he said: 

Welding can be divided into two main 
classes: —{a) Autogenous welding. (b) 
Hard soldering. 

Autogenous welding is fusion welding, 
where the two metals to be joined are 
actually melted. Included under this 
heading are :— 

Wrought-iron welding, which is used 
extensively for heating steam and hot 
water work. For site work, where rods 
are liable to exposure to moisture, it is 
recommended that chemically cleaned 
copper-coated mild steel welding rods be 
used, a flux being unnecessary. Success 
with wrough-iron welding can be 
summed up in the one word “ puddling.” 

Copper welding—For this deoxidised 
copper must be used as commercial 
copper is unsuitable. A copper filler 
rod and flux is employed although it is 
sometimes possible to fuse the edges of 
two sheets of copper together without 
the use of a filler rod at all. 

Aluminium welding—This is not 
generally used for site work in the build- 
ing trade. A suitable filler rod and flux 
is employed. 

Cast-iron welding.—Used mainly for 
builders’ plant repairs, silicon rod and 
cast-iron fluxed being employed. 

Lead-burning. In upright and under- 
hand burning the edges of the lead sheets 
are fused together, in other cases a lead 
filler strip is employed. No flux or 
goggles are necessary, but it is most essen- 
tial that the job be properly shaved be- 
fore work commences. The process is 
used for chemical plumbing and lead 
waste pipes in laboratories where acids 
would attack the tin in plumber’s solder. 
It is also used for ornamental lead work 
and repairing defective lead roofs. Lead- 
burning has a pleasing appearance if well 
executed. 


> ‘ s) 
A neutral flame is used for practically 


all the foregoing processes. 
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In hard soldering the parent metal is 
not melted, but merely joined or soldered 
by use of a filler rod which melts at a 
lower temperature. The following pro- 
cesses come under this heading: — 

Bronze welding—tThis is used -exten- 
sively for light gauge copper-tube work, 
a bronze filler rod and flux being em- 
ployed. A V-shaped joint is prepared 
and the V filled with bronze. Weldable 
fittings are sometimes used, but the 
larger sizes take rather a lot of heat. 
Difficulty is often experienced when join- 
ing plumber’s brasswork to copper, and 
the silver brazing alloy process men- 
tioned later is recommended. Bronze 
welding is also suitable for galvanised-iron 
welding, as the zinc is not destroyed; it is 
also useful for small cast-iron repairs to 
builders’ plant. An oxidising flame is 
used. 

Brazing.—Silver brazing alloys and 
flux are recommended for joining brass 
to copper, as the filler rod or strip melts 
at a lower temperature than the bronze 
welding rod. A capillary and not a V 
joint is necessary at the join and reliance 
is placed on the adhesion of the two 
parent surfaces for its strength. The en- 
velope and not the cone of a neutral 
flame is used and a size larger tip than 
usual is necessary. 


Special Precautions. 


Describing some of the special pre- 
cautions to be observed in carrying out 
welding operations, the speaker said that 
proper goggles with green glasses as dark 
as possible consistent with the work in 
hand were necessary with each of the 
processes he had mentioned except lJead- 
burning. Complaints of eye-strain would 
not arise if this was always done. 

Fire precautions should not be over- 
looked, for buildings and liners had been 
burnt out before now owing to careless- 
ness. Buckets of sand and water should 
be available and, if possible, a patent 
fire extinguisher. Great care should be 
taken to keep the welding equipment in 
first-class order. 
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CODE OF PRACTICE 


Cesspools 


TTHE Council for Codes of Practice has 
issued, in final form, Code 302,200, 

“Cesspools.” This code was previously 
issued as a draft for comment and, in the 
light of comment received, has now been 
revised by a committee convened by the 
Institution of Municipal Engineers on be- 
half of the Council. 

As explained in the foreword to the 
code, the use of a cesspool is not con- 
sidered to be a desirable method of deal- 
ing with sewage, and is not recommended 
where connection to a sewer or the use 
of septic tank or other small treatment 
plant is possible. Nevertheless, it is 
recognised that in some cases no other 
method is practicable, and it is to give 
guidance in such circumstances that the 
code has been prepared. 

Three types of cesspool—impervious, 
overflowing and pervious—are defined 
and described, but only the first is dealt 
with, since the others are not secom- 
mended. 

The code draws attention to the various 
preliminary inquiries which need to be 
made locally before the construction of 
a cesspool is undertaken, and includes a 
comprehensive list of the British Stand- 
ards relevant to the materials and com- 
ponents likely to be used in the construc- 
tion of a cesspool. 

Advice is given on the selection of a 
suitable site, and on the considerations 
which influence the storage capacity re- 
quired. Three types of construction are 
described—brickwork, concrete cast in 
situ and precast concrete—and the in- 
formation covers questions of ventilation, 
aecess and drain-connection. 

The code concludes with guidamce on 
some practical points of workmanship, 
details of a recommended test and refer- 
ences to relevant sections of the Public 
Health Act, 1936 and the Ministry of 
Health Model Bye-laws. Copies of the

Woopsine ParisH stressed the need for 
establishing strong general foremen’s 
organisations, which could be in close 
association with the employers’ organisa- 
tions. This, Mr. Woodbine Parish said, 
would enable matters of vital importance 
to the industry to be discussed between 
the two sections. The building general 
foreman was the pivot of the building 
industry. His responsibility was extensive, 
particularly in these post-war days: he 
needed all the assistance and understand- 
ing he could get. Regarding the 
Association just formed, Mr. Wood- 
bine Parish suggested that a _ panel 
of experts might be set up, and 
that the holding of regular lectures, 
film shows and discussion groups should 
be considered, and the setting up of an 
employment bureau should be discussed 
with the employers. Visits to interesting 
sites might also be arranged. Later on, 
once the Association got going, the pub- 
lication of a quarterly journal should be 
considered. 

Mr. PATON WALKER referred to the valu- 
able work which had been done by the 
ad hoc committee on the training of 
general foremen, mentioning that requests 
had been received for the Report it had 
issued from all over the world. 


LONDON BUILDERS’ FOREMEN

Following the introduction of new 
members, of whom there was a record 
number this year, reports were presented 
of the various committees which have 
been formed during 1949. 

It was reported that the Social Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
R. G._ Huntington, had successfully 
arranged visits to various building sites 
and also the dinner and dance held in 
September at the Connaught Rooms. 
The Educational Committee also, it was 
revealed, had done a useful amount of 
work for the benefit of members, especi- 
ally the younger members coming into 
the Association. They arranged lectures 
for monthly meetings, and were respon- 
sible for organising study classes on a 
number of subjects. They had com- 
piled a lending library and appointed a 
member, Mr. E. J. Webb. honorary 
librarian. |The production of a quarterly 
news bulletin was their idea, and already 
three issues, prepared by the secretary, 
had been published. Copies of the bulletin 
had been requested from many parts of 
the country. It was realised that this 


committee, under the chairmanship of 
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Mr. G. Winstanley, had made rapid pro- 
gress in its first year. 

Election of officers for the ensuing 
year followed. Mr. George Winstanley 
was installed as president and Mr: Robert 
G. Huntington as vice-president. The 
following were re-elected :—Mr. R. Mc- 
Clean (treasurer), Mr. F. Dryland (secre- 
tary) and Mr. G. W. Gathercole and Mr.

BUILDERS’ HOLIDAY SCHEME 
Management Meeting 


At the annual general meeting of the 
Building and Civil Engineering Holidays 
Scheme Management, Ltd., held on 
November 30, SiR FREDERICK W. LEGGETT 
(chairman) said: “In looking at the 
accounts the members of the company 
will doubtless be impressed by the mag- 
nitude of the figures now involved in this 
great scheme. It is, I know, a matter for 
pride that the two industries have been 
able to maintain and develop the scheme 
and its administration as an independent 
undertaking and as an_ outstanding 
example of self-government in industry. 

“In these days, when so much is heard 
of the need for joint consultation between 
both sides of industry, it is interesting to 
contemplate these meetings in which the 
combined wisdom and experience of the 
representatives of both employers’ organi- 
sations and trades unions are brought to 
bear with so much success on financial 
and administration problems. 

*“Not the least of these problems has 
been the question of the investment of 
the company’s funds. From now onwards 
there will be practically no money which 
can be invested, and the whole sum 
already invested would have to be used 
to make the final holiday payments if the 
scheme came to an end. 

** Anxiety was expressed at the last two 
meetings concerning the need to invest 
our funds in order to earn interest for 
administration expenses. The Board had 
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full regard to this, and has continued to 
give constant and anxious consideration 
to this subject, aided by expert advice. 
Because it appeared to them certain that 
at no distant time the cold economi> facts 
would cause a break in the values of 
Government Securities, they held their 
hand and had been content to leave 
money on deposit at 4+ per cent. If they 
had not done so, but had invested money 
during the past 18 months, until recently 
the interest gained would have been over- 
whelmed by a capital loss of up to £10 
in £100. 

“This restraint has been hard to main- 
tain in face of the great desire to increase 
the company’s income, but I think that it 
will now be agreed that it was completely 
justified.” 


ANTI-FREEZE SUPPLIES 
Production Committee’s Statement 


The London Regional Joint Production 
Committee for the Building Industry have 
been inquiring into the question of sup- 
plies of anti-freeze mixture, and in this 
connection they draw the attention of 
builders to the National Building Study 
Bulletin No. 3—‘ Concreting and Brick- 
laying in Cold Weather ”’—published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 6d. (post 
free 8d.). 

This, state the Committee, was pub- 
lished last year, but inquiries disclose that 
it is still regarded as covering the know- 
ledge available on the subject to date. 

The Committee add that inquiries 
have also been made of the various 
sources from which supplies of anti-freeze 
mixture are obtained, and the replies seem 
to indicate that sufficient quantities can 
be made available to meet all reasonable 
needs. At the same time it is emphasised 
that builders will be wise to order supplies 
early so as to ensure that sufficient reserves 
are built up to meet any sudden severe 
frost which may occur later in the winter. 


BRITISH GLASS 
MANUFACTORIES ABROAD 


MESSRS. PILKINGTON BROTHERS, LTD., 
of St. Helens, Lancs., manufacturers of 
structural glass, have announced their 
decision to build a factory on the out- 
skirts of Toronto, Canada, for the pro- 
duction of flat drawn sheet glass. This 
new factory, it is estimated, will be in 
production in 1951. 

The factory of seven main buildings 
standing on a site of approximately 
33 acres, and employing 300 workpeople 
when at capacity, will, it is estimated, 
meet only part of the Canadian demand 
for flat drawn sheet glass, supplying 
mainly Ontario and Manitoba, but it will 
enable the firm to maintain their competi- 
tive position in that market, and save 
considerably in freight rates. Some of 
the equipment for the Canadian factory, 
specially designed by the firm, will be 
shipped from England. 

The factory will be operated by a new 
subsidiary of the parent company, and 
will be known as the Pilkington Glass 
Manufacturing Company, the product of 
which, along with other types of Pilking- 
ton glasses, will be marketed by two 
existing subsidiaries, Pilkington Brothers 
(Canada), Ltd., and Pilkington Glass, 
Ltd., which have branches  through- 
out the Dominion. 

Pilkington Brothers, Ltd., have already 
announced that their new factory in 
South Africa will be in production by 
1951 to meet the continual and speedy 
growth of industry in the Union, and the 
resultant demand for sheet glass.

A demonstration of the “Paladin” 
system of refuse collection by the firm 
which developed it, Messrs. Walkers and 
County Cars, Ltd., was given recently 
at the L.C.C. Kingslake Estate at 
Southwark. The “ Paladin ” is a vehicle 
capable of carrying 18 cubic yards of 
refuse and incorporates a “ Jekta” tele- 
scopic body which mechanically distri- 
butes the load and discharges it. A girdle 
device at the rear of the vehicle is de- 
signed to hoist hydraulically an elliptical 
type refuse container (of approximately 
one cubic yard capacity) and tip its con- 
tents over an aperture in the roof of the 
vehicle. This device enables two men 
to load nearly half a ton of refuse in 
about two minutes. Ordinary dustbins 
may also be emptied through the back 
door of the vehicle in the normal way.
